MR. BLAINE’S RECORD -AS A 
DIPLOMATIST. 

THE REPUBLICAN FACTIONS IN VIRGINIA 
THREATENING TO PRECIPITATE UT- 


TER RUIN ON THEIR PARTY. 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—The announcement by 
the press dispatches from Berlin on Wednesday 
that the Samoan Conference would agree upon a 
settlement of the Samoan affairs that night is. 
assumed at the State Department to be the ex- 
planation of the appearance in the World of to- 
day of what purports to be an outline of the 
treaty supposed to have been agreed to by the 
Commissioners for the three powers. But the 
conference was still in session to-day, and no 
word had been received at the State Department 
of a conclusion of the negotiations. The dis- 
patches about the treaty were evidently pre- 
pared with Senate Executive Document No. 102 
upon the desk of the writer, for it contains 
everything that the alleged treaty of settie- 
ment is said to contain. The contriver 
of the dispatch from Berlin is evidently 
determined that Mr. Biaine shall have no 
credit whatever for the amicable adjustment of 
the differences hitherto existing between Ger- 
many and the United States, for every point in- 
sisted upon by Mr, Bayard from the restoration 
of the condition of affairs at the time of the 
deposition and deportation of Malietoa Lau- 
papa to the establishment of a joint council of 
foreigners and natives, appears by the World 
dispatch to have been yielded by Ger- 
many and Great Britain. Mr. Bayard’s plan, 
set forth on page 6 of the aocument 
referred to, has apparently been taken whole 
and without modification as suggested in the 
elaborate statement made by Mr. Bayard at the 
sixth meeting of the conference, on July 26, 
1887, As Mr. William Walter Phelps was -re- 
cently quoted as saying in Berlin 
thatthe report that mutual concessions 
were not being made was incorrect, it has 
been inferred that the American Commissioners 
have permitted some departure from the plan 
unfolded by the publication of the products of 
the 1887 conference in Washingtou. If Mr. 
Phelps was mistaken, as he must have beons if 
the World’s dispatch is true, Mr. Blaine’s Com- 
missioners have demonstrated Mr. Bayard’s 
wisdem in demanding a suspension of the con- 
ference until Germany and England covld meet 
the Commissioners of the United States half 
way at least. Mr. Blaine is not prepared 
to believe that his dispatches from Berlin have 
misinformed bim, and that he hae sent Mr. 
Kasson, Mr. Phelps, and Mr. Bates to Berlin 
simply to prove that Mr. Bayard neither asked 
too much nor too little. If Mr. Blaine should 
meet with a like degree of suceess in settling

‘Alaskan waters, it will simply prove 
that Mr. Bayard was a conserva- 
tive diplomatist and that Mr. Blaine,

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Mixed up in the stfuggle between the Mahone 
and anti-Mahone factions of the Republican 
Party in Virginia is the fact that a successor to 
Gov.

SENSATIONAL DISCLOSURES. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 30.—There is a sensation 
here over charges made by W. R. Curtis, an 
ex-assistant in the Government Engineer's of- 
fice, that Capt. J. D. Green and John M, Gay- 
nor, contractors for work on the river and har- 
bor improvement, offered him bribes to pass 
their work. Curtissays that Green volunteered 
to give him $500 a month, and offered to give 
him an interest in the company in a short time. 
That was in february, when the contractors 
were preparing to resume work under the last 
appropriation of $190,000 for the Savannah 
River. Curtis was to be theinspector. He as- 
serted that Green teld him that he could have 
him (Curtis) removed, or Lieut. Carter, the En- 
gineer in charge, transferred through political 
influence. Ourtis says further: ‘“ Gapt. Green 
told me that be made Lieut. Carter in 1886 re- 
move G. W. Brown, an inspector, and the next 
inspector, Whose measurements were more lib- 
eral, Was worth $60 a day bo the firm.” 

Brown was sent to Fernandina, Gaynor also 
approached him, Curtis states, and made a 
proposition to him, Gaynor isfrom Fayette- 
ville N. Y., and was at one time on Goy.

Tne elty will probably ask for an investiga- 
tion by civilian engineers, as Curtis charges 
among ag things that Green said that he has 
been paid for rejected work and has been paid 
twice for the same work. 

Curtis is well thought of here, and is now in 
the city’s employ.

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SOLID AGAINS1 TRUSTS. 


VIGOROUS TALK AT THE BUTCHERS’ 
ASSOG@RATION CONVENTION. 
DETROIT, May @P.—The National Butchers’ 
Association has just closed a three days’ 
session in this city. It was a substantial- 
looking body and produced a very favora- 
ble impression as a set of honest and 
level-headed men. President Charles James 
of St. Louis, in his annual address, reviewed 
what he termed as “‘the battle in various States 
for the co-operation of the butchers and raisers 
of stock for the benefit of the ppblic.” He said 
that in the States of Minnesota, Colorado, Indi- 
ana, and the Territory of New-Mexico the 
measure was carried. It was defeated in New- 


York, Ohio, Nebraska, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, 
Tennessee, Missouri, and Michigan. In his own 
State of Missouri it was defeated by lobbyists 
and the free use of “boodle,” and he had “the 
best reasons for believing that the same causes 
operated in every State where it was defeated.” 

Vice President R. B. Nooney of New-York, in 
the course of alengthy speech, declared that 
**the farmers of the whole country are getting 
poorer and poorer. In New-York State they 
will soon have to sacrifice their farms. They 
are forced into the production of milk, and they 
get the munificent sum of 749 cents a quart. 
One of the purest méa that ever occupied a seat 
in the Senate and whose name I am not at lib- 
erty at present to speak will be carried in 
triumph to the Gubernatorial chair by the 
butchers and grangers of New-York. We will 
undoubtedly havea majority in the next Assem- 
bly of that State, not as butchers, but the peo- 
ple who are opposed to rings and trusts.” 

A paper on the distribution of diseased meat, 
by William Sinclair of Chicago, led the way for 
@ prolonged discussion over the legislative 
contests to which President James had referred. 
The use of corrupt means and the employment 
of lobbyists to defeat desired legislation was 
affirmed by all who apeee. 

PresidentJames asked the delegates if any 
one of them should be apprised of any acts of 
oppression or of any threat from any ring, or 
if they Knew of anything that savored of com- 
bine or trust, to make it known at once. ‘here 
is w» work afoot,” said he, ‘that, if you will give 
us this information, will redound to the good of 
us all. We are in a position to-day to use it, and 
there is a day of judgment coming.” 

Christupher Brokate of St. Louis was elected 
Secretary and Organizer at a salary of $1,500 
and an allowance of $1,000 for expenses. In 
speaking of the convention’s work to-day he 
said: ‘“ We did not discuss trade topics be- 
cause our business now is to fight the monopo- 
ly. The result of its encroachment will be that 
in all the larger cities abattoirs will be erected, 
either by the butchers or by the city, where all 
the butchers can do their slaugntering, and thus 
utilize all the offal. In this way they can com- 
pete with the big fellows in Chicago, who thus 
make a great profit. Everything is used; the 
entrails for sausage casings and glue, also for 
fertilizer; the hair for plaster, the bones for 
glue, tallow, and soap, also for fertilizer. But 
in Western cities we are not yet ready for abat- 
toirs. Our butchers have their slaughter houses 
in different parts of the town and cannot afford 
to give them up and build a joint affair. It will 
have to be done sooner or later, but this will 
give us the advantage of refrigerators in which 
to ripen our Meats two or three weeks, which 
cannot be done by individuals.”

THE DREADED YELLOW FEVER. 





BUT LITTLE FEAR OF AN OUTBREAK 


THIS SUMMER. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 30.—Dr. Jerome 
Cochran, State Health Officer of Alabama, has 
just returned from an extensive trip through 
South Florida and Havana. The purpose of hia 
trip was to investigate the yellew fever situa- 
tion and obtain information as to the prospects 
ot a fresh outbreak of the disease during the ap- 
proaching Summer. In an interview to-day as 
to the result of his trip Dr. Cochran saia: 

‘**T am satistied there has been no yellow 
fever in Jacksonville, Fla, since January last. 
A death from yellow fever was officially, re- 
ported at Sanford, Fla, about ‘the middle of 
April, but although six Weeks have elapsed 
there have. been no subsequent cases there. I 
visited the towns on the Manatee River, being 
specially interested in the Manatee country, 
because the yon ship their farm and garden 
products to Mobile and get their supplies 
from Mobile. I found no yellow feverin any 
of the Manatee towns. A suspicious ease was 
reported at Palmetto a few weeks ago, but I 
saw the patient with the heaith officer of 
Florida, and we found that 1t was not yellow 
fever. The last case at Paimetto, which is one 
re the Manatee towns, occurred last Novem- 

er.” 

“I visited Havana and found very little yellow 
fever there, the average being fifteen or twenty 
cases a week, which 1s unustally light, consid- 
ering that this is the epidemic season in 
Havana. Everywhere in South Fiorida and 
Cuba the health of the people was reported to 
be exceptionally good. The whole country is 
suffering from drought, no rain having fallen in 
many weeks. The vegetable crops have been 
considerably damaged, and the people fear the 
orange crop will be cut off, but the health of the 
people is unusually good.” ‘ 

When asked what he thought about the pros- 
pects for an outbreak of fever this Summer 
Dr. Cochran said: 

‘Tam entirely satisfied that there has been 
no yellow feverin Florida except the one soli- 
tary case reported at Sanford since last Janu- 
ary. There has been a very general feeling of 
apprehension among the heaith authorities of 
the Southern States that yellow fever might 
have lived through the mild Winter in Florida 
and might break out afresh during this Summer. 
It is impossible to make any confident prediction, 
but I am inclined to believe that there will not 
be any fresh outbreak in Florida this year un- 
less there is a fresh importation of the disease.” 








A CONVENTION OF STATISTICIANS. 

HARTFORD, May 30.—Undoubtedly the most 
notable event of the Summer in this city will be 
the national convention of Chiefs and Commis- 
sioners of Labor Statistics, to be held here be- 
ginning on Tuesday, June 25,and continuing 
tour days. The sessions will be held in the Sen- 
ate Chamber of the State Capitol. 

Mr. Herman Hollereith of Washington and 
Mr. Charles F. Pidgin of Boston will address 
the convention relative to their methods of tab- 
ulating returns., Many other practical addresses 
have been arranged for and an opportunity will 
be afforded the visitors to examine the workings 
ofa typical New-England factory. President 
Carroll D. Wright is hopeful that this gathering 
will be productive of great benefits. A liberal 
interchange of views is asked of each member, 
and he is requested to be in readiness to present 
his methods of work, the obstacles he comes in 
contact with, as wellas his successes, and the 
outlook for the future, 





DELAYED BY STORMS.

At this 
point the rain had washed away a large portion 
of the cut, making a shelving ledge overlaying 
the tracks. This gave way, piling trees, stones, 
and dirt on the track. 

The Chicago and Alton tracks in Western 
Tilinois were inundated, and at Slater a heavy 
landslide occurred, covering the track for hun- 
dreds of yards.

FALSE DEATH CERTIFICATES. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST A PENN- 
SYLVANIA PHYSICIAN. 

PITTSBURG, May 30.—Before the seventh 
anunal meeting of the Pennsylvania Board of 
Health to-day the Secretary read a complaint 
from Dr. ©. 0. Probst, State Secretary of the 
Ohio Board of Health. The contents of this 
letter proved to be very interesting, and caused 
the members of the boord to request a physi- 
cian to appear before them and answer the 
charge of issuing a false certificate of death. 
The action taken on this case may be very far- 
reaching and Important. The details of the 
case were explained to a reporter by Dr. 
Benjamin Lee of Philadelphia in the following 
manner: 

The Secretary ofthe Ohio Board of Health 
stated in his communication that the corpse of 
alittle child named Woodruff had been sent 
from Latrobe, Penn., to Fredericksburg, Ohio, 
and caused an epidemic of scarlet fever there. 
The deceased had been a-patientof Dr. 8. CG. 
Campbell of Latrobe, who set forth in his cer- 
tificate that the child had died of inflammation 
of thelungs. Svon after the arrival of the 
corpse in Fredericksburg, bowever, thirteen 
eases of scarlet fever were reported, several re- 
sulting in death, and from that fact it was sup- 
posed that the epidemic occurred on account of 
qua eueere false representation of Dr. Camp- 

1. 

“Dr. Lee offered a resolution that a vote of se- 
Vere censure be passed upon the action of Dr. 
Campbell, but Dr. P. Dudley of Philadelphia 
suggested that it woula be better to give Dr. 
Campbell a chance to vindicate himself, and for 
that purpose he offered a resolution that Dr. 
Campbell be summoned before the board by tel- 
graph to answer the charge. The resolution 
was adopted and the telegram was immediately 
sent. Dr. Campbell will have to be here to-mor- 
row or submit to the severe censure proposed, 

The reporter asked whether the board had 
any right to take such action, and Drs. Dudley 
and Lee explained that they had, inasmuch as 
they were Government quarantine officers, and 
any refusal to comply would be punished with 
a fine of $100. ‘“Itis the least we can do to 
ask him to come here,” said one of these doc- 
tors, ‘and if he does not we will probably give 
the case into the hands of the District Attor- 
ney. 

A MeKeesport doctor was similarly notified 
by the board regarding his alleged false certiti- 
cate of a patient’s death in order not to be hiu- 
dered in shipping the corpsinto Marysland. 

Touching ona kindred subject, the Secretary 
read a letter and circular from the General Bag- 
gage Masters’ Association of the United States 
referring to the transportation of dead bodies, 
an@ the board adopted the rule suggested by the 
baggagemen at their last congress in San Fran- 
cisco, which specifies that persons having died 
of a contagious or infectious disease shall be 
transported in a hermetically sealed box. 

Dr. Lee also made a statement of his action 
asa United States Commissiover appointed by 
the Secretary of State to loeate a quarantine 
station at the Delaware Breakwater. He aaid: 
‘*We have recommended the quarantine station 
to be established at Lewis in connection with 
the United States Marine Hospital and the hos- 
pital for yelluw fever patients. Other buildings 
for infectious diseases we have reported 
in favor of erecting, and they will prob- 
ably be put up during the Summer. A swilt 
and seaworthy yacht has been provided to en- 
able the inspectors to reach the vessels in rough 
weather. A fumigation steamer is already be- 
ing built at Wilmiuvgton, Del., aud in another 
year we expect the quarantine station to be in 
first-class workiug order. This institution will 
be one of the utmost importance to Pennsyl- 
vania on account of the many ships which 
enter the port of Philadelphia and laud immi- 
grauts tor the entire country. We have fought 
for the establishment of this institution ever 
since the Board of Health has been organized.

A PASSENGER TRAIN COLLIDES WITH A 
STRING OF FREIGHT CARS. 
Engineer Booth and Conductor Cunning- 
ham were guiding some empty cars down the 
incline from Fulton-avenue, along Vesta-avenue, 
Brooklyn, at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
when the brakes gave way and the train 


ran swiftly to and across the Long 
I@land Railroad tracks in Atlantic- 
avenue. When the cars wore half 


way over a west-bound train of five cars filled 
with Grand Army men and women and ehi)- 
dren came around a curve and the engine 
struck the middle one of the empty cars. Tne 
shock -was Very great, but only one person in 
the crowd of people was injured, and he was 
only slightly hurt.

HAYMARKET MONUMENT UNVEILED. 

CHIcAaGo, May 30.—At1 o’clock this afternoon 
the memorial monument erected by citizens in 
honor of the policemen who were killed by an 
Anarchist bomb in the Haymarket riot on 
May 4, 1886, was unveiled. The ceremonies 
consisted of a presentation address by Mr. R. T. 
Cane, Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee, the 
ceremony of unveiling by Master Degan, son 
of Othcer Matthias J. Degan, the first of the 
policemen who died from the effects of the ex- 
plosion, an address agonpting the monument on 
behalf of the city by Mayor Cregier, and a 
historical address by Mr. F, H. Head. 

The monument consists of a pedestal sur- 
mounted mf a bronze statue of a policeman in 
uniform, of hervic size, The statue is the work 
of Mr. J. J.. Gelert, a Chicago sculptor. The 
memorial stands upon the scene of the riot, at 
the intersection of Desplaines and West Ran- 
dolph streets, and is something over twenty 
feet in height.

THE CRONIN CONSPIRACY 


CONDEMNED Wi1HOUT TRIAL 
IN HIS OWN OAMP. 

A STORY WHICH, IF TRUE, BRINGS THE 

MURDER HOME TO CRONIN’S ENE- 


MIES IN THE CLAN-NA-GAEL. 

CHICAGO, May 30.—Even rumors of clews in 
the Cronin case died away to-day. Policemen 
and detectives wandered around Lake View in 
the rain searching sewers and vaults for 
Cronin’s clothes. They tound nothing. It is 
the impression that the police have reached 
the end of their string. States Attorney 
Longenecker is playing 2 diplomaticgame. He 
has had the inquest adjourned until next Mon- 
day, and evidentiy hopes that Woodruff, Cough- 
lin, and Sullivan, the three men he has had 
indicted for murder, will be frightened into tell- 
ing what they know. The belief is growing that 
neither of the three had any hand in the actual 
commission of the crime, and it is probable that 
each can prove an alibi. 

Woodruff’s last “confession” will not bear 
close inspection, though the police have with- 
held the most important parts of it. It is even 
believed by some that Woodruff hos made no 
confession. His story may have been put forth 
asa “bluff’ with the nope that it would 
frighten some of the real criminals. The case 
has been so ridiculously managed from the be- 
ginning that. no theory as to the police is im- 
probable. 

Since Cronin disappeared there have been 
constant references in the local press to “a 
very prominent Irishman” who was under 


“suspicion,” under ‘‘surveillance,” and under 
everything else except arrest. It is needless to 
say that the man referred to ia Alexander Sulli- 
van. The windy talk of Cronin’s friends against 
Sullivan is reacting in the latter’s favor, and 
people who were at first willing to attach some 
importance to the covert attacks on the ex- 
President of the Irish Land League are be- 
ginning to think the charges and insinuations 
against him are idle gossip. 

Sullivan has been shadowed for days. He 





declines to talk or even diseuss the Cronin: 


case. He says he has no statement to make. 
A suit for hbel against some of the talkative 
fellows who are using his name would have 
some interesting result. It would compel them 
to either ** put up” or “ shut up.” 

One arrest was made to-day. A man who 
gave his name as Mack was taken into custody 
in a lodging nouse. It is said that he is sua- 
pected of being the man who drove the horse 
which took Cronin away froun his oftice. 


A story printed here to-day professes to give 
the details of a conspiracy which resulted in 
the murder of Dr. Cronin. Reference is first 
made to Le Caron’s testimony before the com- 
mission hearing the London TJimes’s case con- 
cerning the concentration of power in the 
Clan-na-Gael in the hands of the now 
notorious triumviate or “triangle.” Jonn 
Devoy and Dr. Crouin regarded this triumvi- 
rate with suspicion from the start. Finaily, 
when Cronin and others who had been expelled 
from the order, were reinstated last Summer, 
the chief of the triangle which had succeeded 
the first one, described asa “notorious Irishman 
who had not been Iqng in this country,” was re- 
tired. This effort at pacification was a tailure, 
and the hostility against the Devoy-Cronin 
taction became even mere pronounced. 

The camp to which Cronin was restored was 

known as the Columbia Ciub. Init Cronin had 
but four friends. None of his tollowing could 
be electeu to the elub. Still Cronin rewained, 
and as district organizer wormed seven vtbher 
camps. Friends of the Devoy-Cronin faction in 
the East were active, and it became apparent 
that at the next convention of the Clan-na-Gael 
the faction would outnumber its enemies four to 
one. 
March 22 Cronin was charged in his camp 
with treason, based on Le Carou's testimony. 
This was only a acheme of his enemies to get 
him out of the way. In the evidence he haa 
accumulated against the-triangle he was'able 
to show gross misappropriation of funds. Tne 
triangle Hg wade e's that when it sent Dr. Gal- 
lagher of Brooklyn to Enxland several years 
ago it gave him. $97,000. Cronin and pis [fiends 
disc .vered that the amount actually given 
Gallagher was $5,000. Rise 

John Daly, another dynamiter, was charged 
by the trianzle with $25,000. Thereis no rea- 
son to believe he reevived any such amount. 
The accounts rendered by the triangle as to 
eight or nine persons were suspicious. The 
failure of a Chicago bank a few months ago 
showed the existence of a large deposit there 
tothe credit of a certain person. This fact, 
added to the evidence already acquired by De- 
voy and Cronin, made a story that Cronvin’s 
enemies eouid not afford to bave spread before 
the coming convention of the Clan-na-Gael. 

It was then and in Cronin’s vwn cump that 
the plot to get him out of the way had its in- 
ception. The latter part of last February or 
the first of March the Senior Guardian of the 
camp announced that the * Executive’ desired 
the appointment of acommittes. A committee 
Was appointed by ballot, and the ballots were 
collected by Detective Dan Coughlin, who was 
intrusted with the duty of ascertaining who 
were chosen on the committee. Coughlin se- 
lected his own committee regardless of the bal- 
lots. He was a member, and so was P. O. Sulli- 
van, the iceman. 

Cronin was given a farcical trial by this com- 
mittee, and convicted of being a British spy. 
The manner of his ‘removal’ was then consid- 
ered. Itisnow declared by a member of the 
“Executive” that no committee was appointed. 
These facts are in the hands of the authorities, 
and if true will furnish valuable information 
ou the conspiracy side of the case. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 30.—The Chronicle has 
secured an interview witn Harry Black, alias 
Woodruff, the stepfather of Frank J. Black, who 


was indicted at Chicago last Tuesday for the 
murder of Dr. Cronin. ‘The stepfather says that 
Frank has always been a wild and wayward 
boy, his many escapades making his mother 
prematurely old. Frank J. Black is a good 
namwe, butitis not his true name. Continuing 
Mr. Black said: 
@‘‘I have been sending Frank between $200 
and $300 to help him pay his personal expenses. 
On April 1 I received a letter from him at Cni- 
eago, saving thathe was coming to San Fran- 
cisco. Then I received a short letter from him, 
written on a bilihead of D. E. Dean’s livery sta- 
ble, 406 Webster-street. It was from this stable 
that he secured the horse and wagon on 
the night of Cronin’s murder. After he was ar- 
rested, a few days since, I received a latter 
from him in which he stated be was in trouble. 
Last week I received abill for $25 damage done 
to the horse and buggy on the night of Cronin’s 
murder. I am positive Frank had nothing to do 
with the murder. He was too much of a coward.” 
TORONTO, Ontario, May 30,—W. J. Starkey, the 
lawyer who fied from Chicago to this city some 
time ago to escape prosecution for tamper- 
ing with a jury, and who has. been accused 
of complicity with C. F. Long in the prep- 
aration of dispatches about Long’s ail- 
leged interviews with Dr. Cronin, 
visited the newspaper offices this morning and 
said he arrived in the city only yesterday. after 
@ month’s visit in New-York. He declared that 
he had had absolutely no dealings with Long, 
and had no knowledge of the Cronin case.

WHAT T. P. TUITE SAYS. 
DETROIT, May 30.—Mr. T. P. Tuite, Treasurer 
of this city, has returned from Chicago, where 
he acted as one of the pall bearers at Dr. Cronin’s 
funeral, He was an old and intimate friend of 


the murdered man, and is greatly shocked over 
the tragedy. In an interview to-day Mr. Tuite 
gives his estimate of Dr. Cronin and some sug- 
gestive information as to the causes that may 
have led upto the murder. ‘Dr. Cronin,” said 
Mr. Tuite, *‘ was in many respects a remarkable 
man. He was young, well thought of, and a 
great leader. Around him he gathered all the 
young elementin the Irish party, and formea 
a faction which waged unceasing warfare upon 
the.older members, who for years had been 
running things to suit themselves. The resuit 
was jealousy and a certain amount of discord 
between the two factions, Poer Cronin, I tnink, 
would be alive to-day but for that.” Y 

“Then you are of the opinion that he was 
murdered by the Clann-a-Gael?” 

“By no means. [f two or three members 
took his life they were actuated by personal 
enmity, perhaps born of nothing worse than 
jealousy, but they acted for themselves, and 
were not the paid agents of the society. The 
Clan-na-Gael will leave no stone unturned to 
bring the murderers to justice.” 

“What, in your opinion. is the true reason 
why Cronin was murdered? Did he know tog 
many Irish secrets ?”’ 

“It would be hard to find the true reason. 
There were perhaps a variety of causes at work. 
It appears that Cronin last year made charges 
against Alexander Sullivan, Michael Boland, 
and & man named Feeley ou the ground of hay- 
ing misappre riated funda that were raised for 
the benefit of Mrs. Lomasney of Detroit, whose 
sad story everybody knows. I cannot sa 
whether these charges were true or false, but 
have pever heard that they were publicly dg- 
nied by any one.” , 

“Did Mrs. Lomasney ever receive any money 
from the Can-na-Gael or any other branch of 
the Irish party?” 

“T am sureshe did not. She tells me that she 
has never had any assistance from societies or 
persons outside of Detroit,” 

Did your dead friend, Cronin, ever say any- 
thing to you about Mrs. Lomasuey’s case ?”’ 

“He Several times he wrote me, saying 
that he understood money had been to 





assist Mrs. Lomasney, and he wanted to know 

from meif she had received it. All I could do 

was to answer him as I have done you, cite her 

bor ot a the condition in which she was 
ving. 

When I wasin Chicago at the last Republican 
National Cenvention [saw Dr. Cronin, and he 
then told me that be felt sure that he would 
sooper or later be murdered. His radical 
course in the cause of Ireland Was raising up 
enemies for him on all sides. At that wine he 
gave me a document entitied ‘An unpublished 
interview,’ which the doctor wrote with his 
own hand, with an imaginary reporter as the 
interviewer. It has reference to the rumor 
that he was shot by a woman Nov. 27, 1887. 
The story was started by an enemy who first 
told it to acrowd inasaloon. It was intended 
to injure him asa physician, and Was started 
by aman whose actions he had opposed. In 
tne document, which is still in my possession, 
he says with referenee to a suggestion to keep 
a detective near him, ‘Ne, God has given me a 
man’s strength todoamaniy part. Then, tuo, 
the law of the land has been recently shown to 
be far-reaching.’ ” 


OAPT. W1II7HAUS DEAD. 








INEXPLICABLE SUICIDE OF A WEALTHY 
MEMBER OF THE OLD GUARD. 

Gustavus Henry Witthaus paraded with 
the Ninth Regiment yesterday, went heme to 27 
East Seventy-tfifth-street in uniform, and died by 
hig ov'n hand. His suicide was pronounced in- 
explicable by his relatives and friends. He 
and other members of his family have 
an estate of about $750,000, which is 
managed at their building, 200 Broaa- 
way. Capt. Witthaus was at the offiee on 
Wednesday, lunched with his brother, Edwin J. 
Witthaus, a lawyer, and was, apparently, sane 
and happy. His brother saw him on parade 
yesterday. Capt. Witthaus arrived home at 
noon and went to his bedroom. it was sup- 
posed thathe would change his uniform and 
take a bath, so he was not disturbed. Atl 
o'clock, when lunch was ready, Mr. Edwin J. 
Witthaus, who occupied the house with his 
brother, went up stairato tell bim that he was 
delaying the meal. 

An exelamation of Lorror announced that he 
had found Capt. Witthaus lying in a bathroom, 
face downward, clad only in his undershirt. 
His head and snoulders were so bloody that it 
was supposed tuat he had cut his throat, until 
two pistols, each of which had been dis- 
charged, were found. He had eridentiy 
aimed a small one at the left side 
of his head, and the ball had only 
furrowed his scalp. Tnen he used a larger 
Weapon to carry out his design which made a 
shocking wound on the right side of his head. 
Dr. J. Blake White was summoned anda he de- 
cided that Capt. Wittnaus had been dead half an 
bour. Coroner Messemer gave a permit on 
which the body was removed to Senior's, 625 
Madison-avenue. 

Capt. Witthaus’s death will surprise and 
shock many, as he was a member of the Old 
Guard, the Ninth Regiment, of which he was 
Treasurer and. Inspector of Rifle Practice, and 
the Liederkranz, Thirteen, Press, New-York 
Athletic, Hoboken Turtle, and Wawayunda 
Fishing Cluos. He was born in New-York in 


1844 and was the son of a silk importer. 
He entered his father’s office as clerk, 
and in 1866 became a partner. Then the 


firm was at 34 Barclay-street. In 1869 Edwin 
J. Witthaus became a partner. Gustavus H. 
Wittnaus, Sr., died in 1872 and the brothers re- 
tired with a fortune in 1877, In 1871 Capt. 
Witthaus married a daughter of Joseph W. 
Meeks. She died in 1876. His motner died in 
1880, and he then took up his residence with his 
brethner. He was a temperate man, had no 
finaneial emoarrassments, and the only theory 
suggested is sudden mental alienation.

IT WAS TITANIA’S DAY 


SHAMROCK BEATEN BY OVER 
SEVEN MINUTES. 

THERE WERE BIG WINDS ON THE 
SOUND YESTERDAY, BUT THE. BUR- 
GESS SLOOP WAS MADE FOR THEM. 

It was a glorious day yesterday for yacht 
racing on the Sound, and it cond not have been 

@ more favyoraple one for Mr. C. Oliver Iselin’s 

racing yacht Titania ifit had been dealt out at 

@ special order fromm Mr. Iselin himself and hie 

skipper, Capt. Haff of Volunteer fame. It is 








not by any means assuring to assume 
that a bad beginning will be fol 
lowed by a good ending, and at 1¢ 


e’clock yesterday morning the 150 yachtsmer 
gathered at the clubnouse of the Larchmont 
Yacht Club to see the match race between the 
Titania and Mr. J. Rogers Maxwell’s handsome 
sloop Shamrock little expected to witness the 
grand sight they were treated to in the after 
noon. The sky was overcast with gray clouda 
and the atmosphere was lighly charged with a 
disagreeable moisture that crifted and fell with 
@ light northeast breeze. 

But all’s well that ends well, and it may be 
said that everything went exceedingly well 
with the Titania. The sky began to clear at 11 
o’clock, and by noon all doubtial looks of the 
yachtsmen were also cleared away, and they 
commented on the light breeze being in the 
Snamroex’s favor, for it is generally conceded 
that she can beat the Titania in light winds. 
As soon as the fog lifted the two yachts took 
positions near each other, and were measured 
by Mr. John Hyslop, the club’s recently-ap- 
Dointed official measurer. Around them were 
anchored a fiset of boats of many rigs. Mr. 
Newberry Lawton’s new Burgess forty, the 
Chispa, built by Mr. Mumm, attracted consider- 
able attention. She haa her large mainsail! set. 
and was ready to follow as near as she could ic 
the racers. 

Just after Mr. E. J. Grascen, Chairman of tha 
Regatta Committee of the Larchmont Club, 
wNnounced that the yachts would prepare for 
the start, there came acalm. Hardly a breatu 
of air stirred for several minutes and the firss 
sigu ofa breeze was seen out on the water 
where a number of yachts had caught a south- 
ero wind and were heeling over under its furce. 
Soon tne air stirred on shore and as the yacht- 
meu were taken off in a naphtha iaunch to the 
Dalzell, the judges’ steamer, they faced a 
“spanking” breeze and were delighted. The 
wind freshened perceptibly, and it became ap 
parent that a blow was cquiny. 

The Titania and Shamrock, with mainsails, 
working topsails, foresaysails, and gibs set, 
proceeded out to take a practice spin. Mean- 
while the force of the wind grew much stronger 
Until 1t blew twenty knots, and tne surface of 
the water became lively enough. 

The first gun was fired shortly after 1 o'clock. 
After the second gun both yachts moved inte a 
position before the starting wark—an imaxgt- 
nary line between two stake boats ancnored 
off the clubhouse. The Ssigual to. start 
found them ready, and their skippers 
Manceuvred to round the Western stakeboat 
ou the starboard tack. Titavia rounded tirst 
by a superb turn. Capt. Hatt was at her wheel, 
and he lutfed while bis satlormen hauled quick- 
ly on the main sbeet to prepare tur the sail 
close to windward. 

Mr. iselin sat on the rail and waved his bat at 
the judges as his cratt passed them, The Shaw- 
rock followed one minute nine and three-fifth 
seconds later, with her owner holding her 
wheel, and started on the chase after her old 
rival which was to determine a question 
long disputed and the ownershipof a harda- 
some cup. 

The match between the sloops was arranged 
by the Larchmont Yacht Club ana was under 
the persunal supervision of the Regatta Com- 
mittee, made up of Messrs. E. J. Greacen, Chair- 
man; Otto Sarony, and Chester C. Munrve, wha 
served as judges. The course was twenty-seven 
Dautical miles, and lay from tne Larehmont 
Club heuse to anu around as stakevoat 
anchored in Hempstead Harbour, thence around 
@ stakeboat auchored half a mile south 
west of Stamfora Harbor Lighthouse, 
and -return in the same way. The Titania 
proved herself to be not only fast when under 
the direotion of an experienced. skipper, pub, 
possessed of great power to carry sail, and 
demonstrated beyond..a doubt the superior 
points claimed tor her by her owner. 

Tne Shamrock has 120 feet more canvas in 
ber toainsail than she had fast year. It waa 
placed on her boom, which had te be lowered in 
consequence. Tue Titania appeared in a white 
dress, making it difficult to recognize in her the 
dark yacht of two years ago, when sne salied 


her last race. Her sail pian has not been 
changed. 
The ‘titania outpointed and outfooted the 


Shawrock from the start. Squalls swept over 
the water throughout the race, carrying wind 
enough to cause smalier yachts to reef their 
mainsails lest they should be swamped com- 
pletely, but the topsail on the Titania was 
there tostay, aud Cant. Hatt evidently was de- 
termined to tear her tu pieces rather thag 
house the sails under which she started. 

The tirst leg was a sail on the starboard tack 
until near the first stakeboat in Hempstead 
Harbor, when the sivops came abeutin order 
to pass around it. The ‘Litania gained 2 minutes 
5 seconds in this distance. Alter passing the 
stakebuai Capt. Half set a good-sized jib topsail, 
which increased sail the Titania carried ad- 
mirably. Mr. Maxwell followed suit as soon aé 
the Shamrock rounded the mark, but with a 
much smaller sail. He decided tnat. the 
Shamrock hud nearly ail she could carry 
to any advantuee. The velocity of the 
wind had increased to twenty-five Knots an 
hour, and it bud a clean sweep across Hemp- 
stead Harbor, striking the yachts on their star- 
board quarter and keeling them over until j& 
seemed that their end bad coms for the day. 
The Suamrock plowed her nose in the waves, 
and at times she leaned over so far that the tuss- 
Ing Water Was thrown from her port side elear 
into tne faces of the row of men bracing them- 
selves on her weatber rai). Heriee rail went uu- 
der and the waves swept over her deck fromstem 
to sterp. A mile from the Stamford mark duwa 
cawe her jibtopsail ana topsall. After that sbe 
sailed ulong more easily. 

The Titania housed her jib topsail before she 
rounded the Stamford flagship preparotery tu 
her cluse sail to windward. When the Sham 
rock passed the stakeboat she wus 2 minuted 
49 3-5 seconds behind, aluss of 443-5 seconds 
on the second ley. But sailing over the third 
stretch the Titania xained copsiderably. she 
carried a topsail vver the Shamrock and created 
the greatest excitement during the sail. Every 
time a squall struck her Capt. Hatf gained a lit- 
tle by luffing, but not without as pretty asucces- 
sien of narrow escapes as has ever been seen. 

The Shamrock sailed splendidly, but waa 
beaten from the Stamford stakeboat two the one 
at Hempstead Harbor by 3 minutes 57 seconds 
and 6 minutes 46 3-5 seconds so far in the race. 
On the sail home befure the wind, which had 
shifted to south-southeast before the Stamfort 
stakeboat was reached, the Titania beat the 
Shamrock by only 10 seconds, and 6 minutes 
56 4-5 seconds from the start actual time. The 
homeward sail was from the Hempstead Har- 
bor mark to the finish line. As the Shamrock 
was allowed only 49 seconds by the Larch- 
mont measurement, which takes only length a3 
& factor, she was beaten by 6 minutes 7 4-5 seo 
onds corrected time.

TO REDISTRICT CONNECTICUT. 
NEW-HAVEN, May 30.—The proposed consti: 
tutional amendment providing for new State 
Senatorial districts in Connecticut has beeu 
favorably reported upon by the legislative 


Committee on Constitutional Amendments. [t 
provides that after January, 1895, the Senate 
shall be composed of notless than thirty-tive 
nor more than fifty-one members, and that the 
Legisiature of 1893 shall divide the State into 
the requisite number of districts, each district 
to elect one Senator. No parts of counties may 
be joined to other counties to form a district; 
towns are to be divided when the populatiog 
renders it necessary, and no county is to hava 
less than two districta wholly within its limits.

Gen. Harrison passed a busy day yester-: 
Gay. He arose before 7, took. breakfast, held 
a long reception, reviewed the Brooklyn pa 
rade, partook of a grand lunch, and succeeded 
in getting to the afternoon Washington express 
at Jersey City nearly half an hour before it 
started. When it did start he had settled down 
for a cosy nap in his private ear, and no patri- 
otic American citizen will say that he had not 
earned it. He was not disturbed in his nap by 
any tumultuous cheers as the train rolled out 
Being the limited express, it was crowded 
as usual; but nobody took any notice of the 
Presidential party except a gentioman and a 
lady, armed with cameras, who leveled them 
and took such photographs of the scene as they 
could. 

When the President got up, it was raining 
almost as hard as it was on inauguration 
qorning. ‘Perhaps for thatreason he put on 
the suit of clothes that John F. Plummer 
gave to him ana which he wore when he was 
inaugurated. Perhaps he felt that in revisit- 
ing New-York it was no more than right 
that he should do honor to Plummer. 
At any rate he did array himself in the 
becoming testimonial of Plummer’s benefi- 
cenee, and went down stairs to Mr. Joseph F. 
Knapp’s front parlor. Mr. Knapp likes 
to entertain Presidents, and his modest 
boast is that he does it well. He occupies 
a large and handsome heuse at the 
corner of Bedford-avyenue and Ross-street, 


in the Eastern District of Brooklyn, which, in- 
side and out, was gayly decorated with bunting 
ix houor of his distinguished guest. The rain 
stopped about as soon as Gen. Harrison had come 
down stairs, and it was lucky that it did, for 
his breakfast had been prepared, not in Mr. 
Knapp’s house, but in the adjacent residence of 
Mr. Knapp’s son-in-law, Mr. kdward C. Wallace. 
Thither Gen. Harrison and Mr. Halford marched 
under the escort of their hospitable host and his 
wife. At Mr. Wallace’s were Mayor Chapia, Mr. 
J. 8. T. Stravahan, $t. Clair MeKelway, and Con- 
gressman-elect William C. Wallace. ‘ 

While breakfast was going on at Mr. Wallace’s 
Mr. Knapp’s house was getting ready for a 
grand reception in honor of the President. A 
thousand invitations had been issued, among 
them one to Johu Y¥. McKane, of Coney Is)and. 
This distiaguished gentleman, although be aid 
80 much toward Gen. Harrison’s election, has 
never met him, and doubtless Mr. Knapp felt 
that hie reception would be an appropriate 
time and place for the President to acknowledae 
his gratitude for the splendid vote which Mr. 
McKane was able to throw for him in Graves- 
end last Fall. Mr. MeKane’s modesty, how- 
ever, Kept him from coming, and his great 
services remain unacknowledged. Another 
distinguished personage who was invited, but 
did not come, was Franklin Woodrulf. Can 
this great man be sulking, or is he duwncast at 
the base ingratituage of Repubiicans? It is @ 
solemn fact that while his fellow-Republicans 
were crowding around the President at Mr, 
Knapp’s he was sitting in silent sadness at the 
baseball grounds watching the St. Louis Cluv 
defeat the Bruoklynites. 

The reception was hold in Mr. Knapp’s music 
room. Even while breakfast was going OD at 

ir. Wallace’s the guests were arriving at Mr. 
Knapp’s. In frout of the house members of 
Grant Post, G. A. R., were drawn up in line, 
and on the lawn @ band played. Mr. Knapp’s 
music room is on the ground floor, and for ¢on- 
venience he had constructed a temporary 
egress therefrom te Ross-street, The guests 
entered the house from Bedford-avenue and de- 
parted into Ross-street. Gen. Harrison, having 
lmarched back from Mr. Wullace’s, stvod near 
the end of the music room, behind a little stand 
on which were vases of towers. In a group 
about him were Mayor Chupin, Gen, Tracy, 
Mr. Halford, Russell B. Harrison, Police Vom- 
quissisner James D. Bell, Chairman of the 
Memorial Day Committee; Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury George 8.

Of course most ef the prominent Republicans 
of Brookiyu were at the reception, among them 
Mr. Tneouore B. Willis, who expects to be Sur- 
veyor of the Port of New-York. The President 
aud he exchanged a few pleasant words un- 
political. Gen. James Jourdan, Silas B. Dutch- 
er, Major A. ©. ‘ate, the Rev. Father Malone, 
Eugene G. Blacktord, Felix Campbell, United 
tates District Attorney Wilber, Controller 
Brinkerhoff, Geu. A. OC. Barnes, Commander 
ceorge W. Brown, Henry C. Bowen, the Rev.

Into 
che first, a barouche drawn by four black horses, 
vot the President and Commissioner Beil; into 
ihe second Gen. Tracy, Mayor Chapin, Mr. Hal- 
jord, and Dr. Simmons; into the third, Mr. 
Knapp, Congrossman-elect Wallace, Rupsell B. 
Harrison, aud Gen. Batcheller; Jnto the fourth, 
the Rev. Dr. A. J. F. Behrends, 5t. Clair McKel- 
way, and Bernard Peters. ‘They were driven 
swiftly, amid occasional cheers, to the grand 
stand. 

About an hour and a half was passed by the 
President upon the reviewing stand. By that 
time be had got tired and hungry naturally 
suough. Buthe was doing what was required 
of him, as he always does on public occasions, 
with pertinacity, and be would have stood 
there lifting his bat all day if it had been 
necessary. However, it was not, apd the Presi- 
dent smiled when Gen. Tracy whispered to him 
that there was a little lunch ready at the Brooxk- 
iyn Ciub and he had better go and have it. 80 
the carriages came again; the detachment of 
the National Guard Signal Corps, under 
commani of Oapt. Lee, which had been 
xuurding the President at the grand stand 
with drawn sabres, learned that their 
gallant mission was at an end, and the Presi- 
dential party drove away. There was no cheer- 
ing, such as there was at Mr. Cleveland's visits. 
People Were curious to see Gen. Harrison, ex- 
pressed surprise that he wasn’t any larger, and 
that was about all. At the Brooklyn Club, 
however, the members were assembled and 
cheered heartily. Gen. Tracy gave the lunch at 
the club, and he nearly made the steward, 
Julius Fleischman, crazy by ordering it at 10 
yYeioeck yesterday morning, when, as Mr. 
Fieischman mournfully explained, he had no 
time to do himseif justice and show what a 
Kreat caterer he is. Still, it wasa good lunch, 
and the President seemed to enjoy it. 

Only Gen. Tracy, Commissioner Bell, Mr. 
Halford, and Russell Harrison accompanied 
the President on his drive to Jersey City, which 
was by the way of the bridge and the Cortlandt- 
street Ferry. He was cheered as he left the 
ciub, but he did not seem to be recognized as he 
rode along, and there were no cheers until be 
had reached the Pennsylvania station at Jersey 
City. Secretary Windom joined the party there 
and went with them to Washington, ussell 
sores returned to his literary labors in New- 

ork.

PRIZES — ROUGH WATER PLAYS 
HAVOC WITH ONE OR TWO SHELLS. 

Yesterday showed that the popularity of 
the Memorial Day Regatta on the Harlem River 
is annually increasing. For twenty-two years 
the Harlem Regatta Association has given races, 
and yet never did such a crowd witness the con- 
tests before, From the time that the pistol shot 
sent the frst contestants off until the lass boat 
had crossed the finish line the river echoed and 
re-echoed with cheers, hurrahs, steam whistles, 
and jthe sound of horns from the Madison-ave- 
nue to Macomb’s Dam Bridge. 

Every rise of ground on the New-York side of 
the river was black with people. The bridges 
that commanded a view of the course were 
crowded densely and the roads on either side of 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge were lined with car- 
riages. The acofe or more of boat clubhouses 
all held large parties of invited guests, Tugs, 
launches, gigs, whitehalls, shelis, canoes, punta, 
dug-outs, and every other kind’ of craft, not ex- 
ecepting the catamaran, were on the river, 
There were many slight accidents among these 
craft, but none resulted in anything more seri- 


ous than a wetting. After the tide had run low 
Many an unfortunate Garsinan, who kept too 
close to the muddy Danks, was washed high and 
dry or toppled over by the swash from the tugs. 

he contests themselves were not remarkable 
from a point of time made, but all victories were 
hard earned and every race was interesting. 
There was but one disappointment, and Colum- 
bia’s’ Varsity crew furnished that. They entered 
tor a two-mile race with the Atalanta’s eight- 
oared shell. At the lastminute they sent in 
word that their new shell was too heavy and 
they could not row.

Lowpon, May 30.—At the meeting of the Par- 
nell Commission to-day the first witness was 
Mr. Arthur O’Connor, member of Parliament. 
He testified that while he was in Indianapolis last, 
year Gen. Harrison, now President of the 
United States, said that eyery honest man and 
lever of liberty would rather share the company 
ef Mr. William O’Brien in Tullamore Jail than 
that of the Viceroy in Dublin Castle.

The question of indemnity for the Ger- 
mans killed and wounded at Samoa should 
not hinder the success of the Berlin confer- 
ence. Germany, following in the footsteps 
of Great Britain, has of late been se much 
in the habit of treating amy resistance to 
her on the part of the natives of Polynesia 
or of Africa as ground either fer fine or 
bombardment, that she naturally thinks of 
the former penalty now. She also preceded 
her dethronement of MALIETOA by ademand 
for indemnity, which he hesitated to pay. 
There is something in the objections which 
our representatives are said to have offered 
to the present project. One is that 
MATAAFAa’S men were really defending their 
liberties, and another is that the evidence 
is at least conflicting as to which party fired 
first, there being seme testimony that the 
Germans were the aggressors. Still another 
suggestion is that itis better not te make 
such an offense one that can be squared by 
paying a small sum, and a large indemnity 
would dishearten the natives, and start the 
new Government under a hopeless burden. 
One great trouble all along has been the 
system of heavy taxing and of fining for 
offenses, introduced by the Germans under 
TAMASESE. But the question of indemnity 
is really distinc. from that of future gov- 
ernment. 





In another column will be found some 
views of architects upon the present state 
of the competition for the building of the 
Protestant cathedral. As we have already 
pointed out, that condition cannot be called 
promising or satisfactory. The policy of 
secrecy which has been persistently pursued 
with regard to the designs for the new 
cathedral is scarcely commendable for a 
project the success of which depends entire- 
ly upon the degree in which it commands 
the public confidence. So far as can be 
gathered, the list of architects invited to 
compete, had it been published, would have 
excited the surprise of persons familiar with 
the subject, by reason of some of the names 
that were included in it and of some of the 
names that were excluded from it. Never- 
theless, it included the names of many of the 
leading practitioners of architecture, from 
whom most interesting solutions of the prob- 
lem presented might have been expected. 
The four selected designs represent but two 
names that are known to architects at all, 
and to the author of but one would be 
accorded by architects a place in the front 
rank of their profession. If the selected 
designs were shown, it is possible, of 
course, that they might overthrow the 
presumption against them and vindi- 
cate their selection in the judgment of 
those professionally or otherwise quali- 
fied to form an opinion. At least until 
they are shown itis quite out of the ques- 
tion that there should be any popular in- 
terest in the project of the cathedral.

BLAINE AND TUCKER. 

For the misfortunes of “‘Col.” BEVERLY 

TUCKER the sympathetic observer can have 

only a mild pity. He is reputed to be an 

amiable old gentleman, the tires of whose 

nature are quite subdued by the lapse of 

time, and who passes his declining years in 

the exercise of such quasi-public functions 

as fall in the way of a legislative promoter. 

If in his younger days he was, or professed 
to be, a violent person, breathing blood and 
slaughter from the secure remoteness of 
Canada, or, in the réle of conspirator, pay- 
ing court to the abortive Emperor MAXIMIL- 
IAN and the more satisfactory Sefioritas in 
Mexico, the memory of the badness he pre- 
tended to may well be subdued by that ef his 
real harmlessness. And inany case thespec- 
tacle of this scion of a noble Virginia fam- 
ily, who aspired to pass into the history of 
his country as a cruel enemy, and winds up 
his career as a rather cheap lobbyist, ex- 
cites more compassion than indignation. 
Like his famous predecessor and possible 
ancestor, the venerable Daniel Tucker, who, 
in the felk-song of the days*‘ befo’ the wa’,” 
was “too late to get his supper,” BEVERLY 
is plainly the victim of an adverse fate, 
and is entitled to be dealt with gently. 

But this is the most that he can fairly 
ask, and if any of his friends seek more for 
him, a “vindication,” for instance, in the 
form of a renewal of the diplomatic ap- 
pointment so suddenly withdrawn at the

dent is calculated to awaken solicitude in 
the minds of considerate friends. This was 
true at the time of the appointment, but 
it is much more obvicusly true now. The 
appointment, both in its character and in 
the manner of its making, was a bad sign. 
It indicated the return of that morbid 
tendency to activity, foolish or worse, that 
has been ono of the disquieting features of 
Mr. BLAINE’s case for a long time. The 
preliminary denials that. any appointments 
to a Haytian commission were contem- 
plated excited apprehension in the minds 
of those who have Jearned to interpret such 
manifestations on Mr. BLAINE’S part. This 
was confirmed when the gentlemen. re- 
ported to have been selected began to ex- 
plain that they knew nothing about it. 
The actual appointments were, after these 
customary antecedents, not surprising, and 
the character of TUCKER’S appointment 
particularly was calculated to make Mr. 
BLAINE’s friends fear that the relapse in 
his old malady of foolish and risky advent- 
ure was really serious. 


Thanks to Mr. HARRISON’S prompt treat- 
ment, the turn for the worse in Mr. 
BLAINE’s condition seemed to have been 
checked with the least possible injury. It 
was, of course, impracticable to avoid the 
consequences of the mischief entirely. The 
appointment was a very bad one without 
regard to the official records of the Lincoln 
assassination trial. But it might have been 
left to ‘‘ blow over,” as Mr. TWEED used to 
say. If nothing more had been done or 
said about it, the public would soon have 
forgotten it, especially if the Haytian 
scheme had been dropped, as, so far as we 
can see, it ought to be. It would have re- 
mained quite difficult to fix clearly the 
respective shares of responsibility belong- 
ing to Mr. Harrison and to Mr. BLAINE, 
and, asa natural consequence, each would 
have escaped relatively free. But some of 
Mr. BLAINE’s impetuous friends, with or 
without his suggestion or approval, appear 
anxious to press the matter. They are 
coming to the defense nominally of TUCKER, 
but in reality of Mr. BLrarne. They are 
trying to show that TUCKER is really a mis- 
understood man, that he was a loyal Union 
man at the outbreak of the war, that he 
was engaged in the service of the Confed- 
eracy only in legitimate diplomatic occupa- 
tion, and that he was quite innocent of any 
unusual thirst for Northern blood, and 
wholly ignorant of the plot for the murder 
of Mr. LINCOLN. This does not agree with 
other fairly-accredited evidence, but it 
would be natural enough for TUCKER’s 
friends to bring it forward. What gives it 
the appearance of being inspired in Mr. 
BLAINeE’s interest is that it is accompanied 
by the proposition that TUCKER’S appoint- 
ment be renewed. This is plainly not for 
his sake, but for Mr. BLAINE’s. It is a 
worse blunder than the original appoint- 
ment. It would immediately bring Mr. 
BLAINE face to face with the President. 
It would make it necessary to define the at 
present vague responsibility of the Secre- 
tary and the President, and to divide it. 
Mr. HARRISON would either yield or refuse. 
In the former case, the wretched blunder 
would be visited upon the Administration, 
and both the chief and his subordinate 
would suffer. In the latter case, the Secre- 
tary would take the whole odium. We 
venture to hope, in Mr. BLAINE’s interest, 
that he will realize the situation and re- 
frain from stirring what is already suffi- 
ciently malodorous. 








THE COMPULSORY EDUCATION BILL. 


When certain principals of private schools 
in this city attacked the Compulsory Edu- 
cation bill, now in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor, en the ground that it required teach- 
ers in such schools to have certiticates of 
competency from public school authori- 
ties and practically brought these in- 
stitutions under public supervision and 
control, we assumed that they knew what 
they were talking about, and that some 
change had besn made in the bill in tke 
course of its passage through the Legis- 
lature which gave reason for their com- 
plaint, though we had known of no such 
change. Otherwise, their criticisms and ob- 
jections were unaccountable. We do not 
find that any such change had been made, 
and as there are no provisions in the bill 
affording the slightest ground for the ap- 
prehensions expressed in regard to private 
schools, or parochial schools, or any edu- 
cational institutions outside of the public 
school system, we are at a loss to under- 
stand how these highly-cultivated and in- 
telligent persons got into their flurry. 
Thero is no requirement whatever in tho 
bill applying to private schools or their 
teachers in any way, and the only pro- 
vision from which any sort of inference 
about them can be drawn is that which re- 
lieves parents or other persons having 
charge of children of the “school age” 
from the penalty for not sending such chil- 
dren to public schools if they cause them 
“‘to attend a school other than public 
school, in which at ieast the common school 
branches of reading, spelling, writing, 
arithmetic, grammar, and geography are 
taught inthe English language,” or cause 
them “to be taught for a like period and in 
the like branches of study in English 
at home by a teacher qualified un- 
der the laws of this State or ap- 
proved by a School Commissioner or 
by a Superintendent of Schools.” This 
implies no interference whatever with 
private schools, but if there are any such 
that do not so much as teach the ‘common 
school branches” in the English language, 
parents cannot satisfy the requirements of 
the law by sending their children-to them. 
That is all. The requirementas to a teacher 
being “‘yualified under the laws of this State 
or approved” by a School Commissioner or 
Superintendent, applies only te the case of 
childron who are taught at home, and is 
intended tc prevent evasions of the law by 
those who really neglect to have their chil- 
dren educated and prefer to keep them at 
work or to let them become vagrants. 

The requirements of the bill and the means 
provided for their enforcement have cone 
clear purpose in view. They are not intended

to interferainany way witk parents who at- 
| tend to the education of their children, but 


to reach those who from indifference or neg- 
joct, or a desire to keep their children af 
work earning money, try to avoid sending 
them to public schools on the mere pretense 
that they are privately taught. Experience 
under the present law has shown that there 
aremany such instances, and in order to 
reach these some evidence is required, when 
cases are brought to notice, that the private 
teaching isreal. The bill also requires that 
where children between eleven and four- 
teen, who are compelled to attend school 
only fourteen weeks in the year, are 
employed at work, certificates shall be 
furnished that they have received the pre- 
scribed amount of “ schooling” or instruc- 
tion, and if they are taught at home they 
must pass an examination in order to get 
the necessary certificato. 

We are convinced froma careful exami- 
nation of the bill that it is intended simply 
to remedy the evils of neglect and indifter- 
ence on the part of parents and of truancy 
and vagrancy on the part of children, and 
to compel attendance upon the public 
schools for a reasonable time of all whose 
education is not otherwise provided for. It 
differs from the present law, which is an 
acknowledged ‘‘ dead letter,” chiefly in pro- 
viding effective penalties and the means of 
enforcing them, in requiring adequate pub- 
lic school facilities to be provided, and in 
making provision for a “State School for 
Incorrigibles” to which habitual and per- 
sistent truants or neglected vagrants may 
be sent. We regard compulsion as desir- 
able just so far as it is necessary, and a law 
to be of any value must be really compul- 
sory in its effect as well as its purpose. 
The bill which the Governor has under 
consideration is, on the whole, a good one. 
If it becomes a law and is fully enforcea it 
will do a good deal of good, and it will in- 
terfere with the rights of no parent who 
attends to the education of his children 
and will in no way affect private schools 
that amount to anything. 

CERTAIN OKLAHOMA “SETTLERS, 
When the men in search of homes in 
Oklahoma who had obeyed the law relating 
to the hour of admission entered the district 
and began to select lands, they found that 
many of the best quarter sections and town 
lots had been taken by Deputy Marshals 
and others who had been admitted before 
the appointed hour. Our dispatches and 
those of many other papers that had sent 
correspondents to Oklahoma showed how 
the law had been evaded by these favorites, 
to the injury of law-abiding settlers. Some 
time after the district had been opened the 
two United States Marshals who had sent 
Deputies into it, ostensibly to preserve 
order, were required to send to the Depart- 
ment of Justice reports concerning their 
work. The twe officers—Marshal JoNEs of 
Kansas and Marshal NEEDLES of the Indian 
Territory—virtually admitted that several 
of their Deputies, who were permitted te 
enter the district before the appointed hour 
because they were Deputies, had taken 
quarter sections or town lots. Marshal 
JONES has been removed from office, but 
Marshal NEEDLES has not been disturbed. 
Marshal JONES is a Democrat, and Marshal 
NEEDLES is a Republican, who is said to 
have powerful friends in Illinois. 

But the list of offenders seems to include 
other persons holding office as well as the 
Marshals and their subordinates. Promi- 
nent Republicanand prominent Democratic 
journals have published serious charges 
against these other persons, and Mr. Har- 
RISON and his Attorney General can scarce- 
ly afford to ignore them. We direct their 
attention te the following statements to be 
found in the New-York Tribune of April 24: 
** The looting of the Guthrie town site is the 
sensation of the hour. It is only by degrees 
that everything bearing on this bold conspiracy 
comes out. * * * It is probably too late to 
remedy the wrong Gone to those who were un- 
fortunate enough to obey the law, but this 
should certainly not prevent the fullest investi- 
gation of the whole matter and the disciplining 
of the wrong-doers by the proper authorities. 
* * © The whole episode is a scandal which 
involves officials from the Judge of a United 
States Court, the Clerk of a District Court and 
its Marshal, and a United States District At- 
torney, down to every Deputy of the Marshal 
and his assistants. Those who were in Guthrie 
at noon yesterday say that long before that 
hour the site of the new tewn was laid out 
and lots selected by . the conspirators. 
A meeting was held on the spot, in broad 
daylight, in the course of whichaplan of the 
town was submitted ana the names of at least 
two streets definitely settled upon. ~ * * 
Four private cars chartered by a party, whica 
included Judges GUTHRIE and Foster, Col. 
CLAYTON, a twin brotherof JOHN M. CLAYTON 
of Arkansas, who ran for Congress last Fall and 
was murdered by bailot-box thieves and othets, 
had arrived in the course of the night. At any 
rate, the cars stood side-tracked at the station 
in the morning. Py what authority these men 
were in Oklahoma before noon is not known. 
If they had passes, it should be ascertained 
where and how they obtained them. If they 
had nene, they were clearly there in violation. 
of the law. THOMAS B. NEEDLES, the recently- 
appointed United States Marshal for the Indian 
Territory, had a number of men on the spot who 
had passed into the Territory as his Deputies, 
but this was only to disguise their real charac- 
ter, for not half of them had been sworn in, and 
they were more intent upon holding down their 
claims all day than on preserving order. * * * 
In short, the looters of the Guthrie town site 
had taken every precaution to make the job a 
complete one. They made it still more so when 


12 o’clock came at last, andevery Deputy quick- 
ly drove stakes into the ground.” 


These events are said to have taken place 
on the morning of April 22. On May 3 
the President and his Attorney General 
appointed WILLIAM H. H. CLaytTon of 
Arkansas to be United States District At- 
torney for the Western District of Arkansas. 
Since the publication of these charges in 
the Tribune, other papers, and notably the 
St. Louis Republic, have made charges of 
the same kind against the same persons. 
The Republic asserts that the boast is made 
in Washington by Illinois politicians that 
Marshal NEEDLES will be retained. Its 
charges were made clearly and emphatically 
against the several Federal officers alleged 
to have evaded or violated the law, and the 
President undoubtedly has them in the 
great scrap book that grows daily in the 
White House under the hands of his clerks. 

Is it true that Judges of Federal couris 
and a Federal District Attorney conspired to 
deprive law-abiding settlers of cheice lands 
in Oklahoma to which these settlers were 
entitled? Ifit be true, what are the names 
of these officers and why. have they not 
been called to account? The assertions 
made in the Tribune appear to have been 











sufficiently clear, and it is not probable that 
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Republicans appointed to office by the pres- 
ent Administration. Still, the Tribune may 
have erred, and 1t may be possible to show 
that the accused persons were present only 
as spectators; and did not file claims on 
land either directly or by proxy. 

At all events, it seems to us that the 
Tribune's charges should receive the atten- 
tion of President HARRISON and Attorney 
General MILLER, and. that it should be 
shown conclusively by official inquiry 
whether the officers in question have been 
slandered and falsely accused, er were 
really guilty of conspiring to obtain posses- 
sion of land before private citizens who 
obeyed the law could enter the district. 


LAND OFFICE PARALLELS. 


A correspondent asks us to explain why 
the term “seventh standard parallel” is 
used as the official designation of the 
boundary between North and South Dakota 
instead of ‘the forty-sixth parallel of lati- 
tude,” which is the popular description. 

The truth is that these lines are not pre- 
cisely identical. The enabling act passed 
by Congress makes the boundary “ the 
seventh standard parallel north of the base 
line of the fifth principal meridian of the 
General Land Office.” This meridian is a 
line run due north, as nearly as may be, 
from the mouth of the St. Francis River in 
Arkansas through that Stute and Missouri 
and a part of Iowa. Ai certain points on 
this meridian or referring to it lines known 
as base lines are run east and west at right 
angles to it. These form the basis of an 
extensive system of surveys covering Ar- 
kansas, Missouri, Iowa, and most of Min- 
nesota and Dakota. At certain intervals 
east and west of this principal meridian 
north and south lines, known as guide 
meridians, are run, aad at certain intervals 
north and south of the base lines east and 
west lines are run, known as standard 
parallels or correction lines. These inter- 
vals have differed at different times, but in 
the more recent surveys the standard paral- 
lels are twenty-four miles apart and are 
numbered north and south from the base 
lines, and the parallel in question is the 
seventh one north of a base line in Seuthern 
Dakota. 

These parallels and meridians divide 
the country into great rectangles, which 
are then subdivided into townships 
about six miles square, and still further 
into sections of 640 acres or one square 
mile each. It happens that the seventh 
standard parallel crosses Dakota about five 
miles south of the forty-sixth parallel of 
north latitude, but any relation between 
the two is simply accidental, as in all other 
cases between parallels of latitude and the 
standard parallels of the General. Land 
Office, on the latter of which alone the 
statute boundary between the Dakotas is 
based. 














DYNASTIC POLITICS. 


The visit of the King of Italy tothe Em- 
peror of Germany hasinspired the usual 
degree of more or less factitious enthusiasm 
in the German and Italian press and per- 
haps more than the usual number of specu- 
lations in the press of other countries con- 
cerning the political significance of the 
visit. The most remarkable of these specu- 
lations relate to the intention of King 
HumBert to visit Strasburg on his 
return. This intention has been the 
subject, not only of a. series of 
assertions and denials in the press, but 
of a solemn diplomatic correspondence, 
The Italian Ambassador at Paris has assured 
the French Minister of Foreign Affairs that 
the King has never meant to pass through 
Strasburg. On the other hand, a persistent 
rumor asserts that he would have taken 
Strasburg in his route but for a telegraphic 
appeal from Queen MARGHERITA. 

To American adults all this seems ex- 
tremely puerile. The disturbance that has 
been created by the controversy over the 
intentions otf the King is, in fact, not 
trivial or frivolous, simply because it is 
very much worse. Strasburg is an interest- 
ing city to tourists, and to us it is incon- 
ceivable that a tourist whe wishes to see 
the cathedral, for example, should allow 
himself to be baffled because he does not 
wholly approve the manner in which the 
town came into the possession of Germany 
and in which it is retained and because his 
visit to the cathedral will be taken to 
commit not only himself, but the nation 
of which he is the head, to an approval of 
these processes. The excitement developed 
by the mere rumor of these intentions is a 
seriously dangerous element in interna- 
tional politics. It haseven been intimated 
by a French publicist that the King has not 
ventured into Alsace for fear that he might 
be asked by some Alsacian mother what has 
beeome of her son, who was, in fact, killed 
upon the plains of Lembardy in fighting 
for the freedom of Italy. That he should 
recognize the German conquest of Alsace 
even by visiting the country seems to be 
held by the whole French press as an out- 
rage upon France. 


Childish as all this discussion seems to us, 
it really hasa bearing upon the peace of 
Europe, and it is not properly amusing but 
monstrous that this should be so, and that 
the caprices of a@ young man like King 
HUMBERT or Emperor WILLIAM, of no par- 
ticular ability, distinction, or service, 
should have or be supposed to have any in- 
fluence upon the fortunes of nations. The 
story that is transmitted to us by the mod- 
ern device of the cable is really a mediwval 
story, which we should expect to meet 
rather in the pages of a monkish chronicler 
than in the columns of a daily newspaper. 
The Field of the Cloth of Gold, the date of 
which marks with appreximate accuracy 
the end ofthe Middle Ages and the begin- 
ning of modern history, is about the latest 
reyal palaver of which the picturesqueness 
is more obvious than the ridiculousness. 

The business ef modern nations is carried 
on by men of business, and the attempt to 
unite the functions of a statesman and a 
drum major can no longer have any sac- 
cess. Henry VIII. and Francis I. engaged 
in wrestling matches, and drinking bouts 
excited the enthusiasm of their contempo- 
raries and remain interesting to writers 
and readers of historical fiction. But prac- 
tical persons like Prince BisMaRCK and

the paper would without cause have accused. 


made easier by the convivial transactions 
of their respective “ masters,” 

The personal relatiens of royalties and 
their social funetions cease to be ridiculous 
ofly when they become dangerous. By 
the nature of the case a modern monarch is 
@ person accustomed from childhood ab- 
surdly to overestimate his own importance 
and to be on the lookout for slights when 
he is brought inte relations with ether 
monarchs. In countries politically back- 
ward, like Germany and Italy, his touchi- 
ness may have very serious censequences, 
It is quite certain that the German 
Emperor, and it is probable that the 
Italian King, could precipitate his country 
into war by his own volition. Obviously 
itis tothe interest of civilization that it 
should not be possible for an international 
quarrel to arise out of the personal misun- 
derstandings of men of no more than average 
wisdom and of more than average sensitive- 


ness. That is to say that it is to the inter- 


est ef civilization that there should be an 
end of dynastic politics, which are fruitful 
of these misunderstandings, for which dy- 
nastic “alliances,” supposed to be guar- 
antees for peace, by no means compensate. 
In fact, the mischief of dynastic alliances 
is seen in the irritation aroused in a ceun- 
try so politically advanced as Great 
Britain over the ill treatment by a 
German Emperor of his mother, who had 
been an English Princess. Upon the whole, 
however, the position of an English sov- 
ereign, such as the Prinee of WALEs will 
be, who takes no interest in politics and 
has no influence upon them, but whe as- 
pires only to be a “ social leader,” or glori- 
fied Ward McAllister, is much less men- 
acing than that of a German or of an Italian 
sovereign. The importance attached to a 
question in itself so utterly unimportant as 
whether an Italian tourist shall go home 
from Berlin by Switzerland or by Alsace 
ought not to be without effect in hastening 
the time when it shall be impossible fer 
such a question to become international.

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‘WAR SHIPS IN THE PAOIRIO.. 


‘ oe ; 
THE FLEET STATIONED THERE BY 
GREAT BRITAIN, 

At present there are stationed in the 
waters of the Paeific, doing active orutising, 
eight British vessels of war of modern type, 
each fully equipped and ready for immediate 
service. The command of these oruvisers be- 
longs to Rear Admiral Algernon C. F. Heneage, 
whose flag files from the Swiitsure, flagship. 
Of these eight vessels but one is an armored 


battle ship, and that is the Swifteure. All the 


others are partially-protected cruisers, several 
reemb ling in part the Buzzard type of cruiser, 
though none are as modern as the Buzzara. 

The Swiftsvre is by far the most powerful 


vessel the British have on the Pacific. She has 
been there only one year, having been commis- 
sioned at Devonport April 24, 1888, and leaving 
England May 21 of the same year. ' She is of 
6,910 tons displacement, carries a battery of 
eighteen rifles, several of very heavy pattern, 
and @ complement of 475 men. The engines of 
the Swiftaure have developed on trial a horse 
power of 4,910, whicn it is safe to say ought to 
attord her a speed of at least tifteen knots. 

Next to the Swiftsure in size and impor.» 
tanee of battery cemes the Amphion, cruiser. 
This vessel was commissioned at Devonport on 
Deo. 11, 1888, and left England Jan. 20 of thig 
year fer the Pacific. She is of 4,300 tons dis- 
poepemens. carries ten Armstrong rifles, and 

as a complement of 296 men. The engines 
of the Amphion on trial cave a dévelopment of 
5,550 horse power. It is understood that she hag 
&@ speed of seme sixteen knots an hour, which, 
considering her size and batteries, ought to 
make her a most formidable craft. 

The Champion, from her tonnage, weight of 
battery, and displacement,compares very closely 
to the Ainphion, so much so that the two ves- 
sels nifty be classed together. The battery of 
the Champion consists ot twelve guns and her 
complement of men is 278. She went into com- 
mission at Sheerness Dec. 4, 1888, and left Eng- 
land Jan. 4 of this year. 

Following the Champion in order of im- 
portance comes the cruiser Caroline. This ves- 
sel is of 1,420 tons displacement, carries a bat- 
tery of 14 guns made up of 5 and 6 inoh 
breechloaders, and has a complement of 161 
men. On trial the engines of the Oaroline de- 
veloped 1,440 horse power. 

After the Caroline come two cruisers of the 
same size, the Cormorant and Espiégle, though 
from the greater speed of the latter, together 
with her heavier battery, she properly comes 
next in importance to the Caroline. The Es 
— is of 1,136 tons displacement, carries 4 

attery of 10 guns, and a complement of 144 
men. The horsepower development of her 
engines on trial was 1,130. The Cormorant is 
of the same tonnage and displacement as the 
Eeptdgie, but her battery consists of but 6 guns 
and tne horse-power development of the en- 
gines but 950, She is considered, however, a 
by | effective vessel. 

The smallest vessel on the station is the 
Icarus, & cruiser of 970 tons displacement, 
mounting 8 guns. She carries a complement 
of 122 men, and her engines have developed on 
trial 1,230 horse power. 

The Caroliue was commissioned at Sheerness 
Jan. 27,1886, ana left England March 7 the 
same year. The Espiégle was commissioned at 
Devonport on Aug. 23, 1887, and left England 
Sept. 22 of the same year. The Cormorant was 
commissioned at Portsmouth May 26, 1885, 
— time is now up, and she has been ordered 

ome.

A GREAT PARADE REVIEWED BY VICE" 


PRESIDENT MORTON AND GOV. HILL 
—STATUES DECORATED. 

Erratic and treacherous weather yester- 
day served tothrow acloud over the holiday, 
and gave the streets a barren and lonesome ap- 
pearance in comparison with the usual Decora- 
tion Day multitudes. For afew hours in the 
middie of the day the sun shone brightly, and a 
stirring breeze cooled the air. But later the 
clouds again gathered, and arain came down 
in showers of fine drops, penetrating and disa- 
greeable. 

The day was generally observed by the 
dlosing of stores ana shops. All the city de- 
partments were closed tight, and the Post 
Office and Custom House were open for a short 
time in the morning. The customary number 
of flags were displayed at half staff from pub- 
lic buildings and private residences, but there 
‘Was comparatively little attempt at extensive 
decoration. Ina few instances flags and deco- 
rations suggestive of the recent centennial cele- 
bration were thrown out. 

The afternoon was spent quietly by the Grand 
Army men in laying flowers upon the graves of 
the dead heroes whose memory they love to 
honor. In Trinity Churchyard the soldiers’ 


graves were all marked by flowers and flags. 
A large harp of white and colored flowers was 
placed-on the monument to Richard Mont- 
gemecy in 8t. Paul’s Churchyard, and potted 

owers were placed around it. The veterans 
of the Sixty-ninth Regiment hela short exer- 
cilses at the monument and strewed flowers 
zround the brave General’s resting place. The 
statues of Lincoln, Lafayette, and Washington 
in Union-square were profusely decorated by 
flowers, and were admired by large crowds 
during the day. 

Perhaps there has never been a Decoration 
Day when such a varied assortment of events 
were offered to the amusement seekers. The 
number of ball games near the city was inpnu- 
merable. Athletic games were iD progress on 
many of the club grounds, crowds of people 
visited the seaside resorts, and many found the 
little time of sunshine enjoyable in the Park. 

Tne Grand Army of the Republic paraded un- 
der escort of a large body of the National Guard 
of the State of New-York. Elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made in advance for a larger 
and more briiliant military pageant than bad 
ever before characterized the day. It was in- 
tended to emphasize in particular the features 
of the celebration which give expression to the 
profound patriotic sentiments that grow out of 
the memories of the achievements of the loyal 
armies in the war of the rebellion and the grat- 


Itude of the living for the sacrifices 
of the dead. But much to the disap- 
pointment of the people in general and 


the veterans of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic in particular, the elements conspired against 
them and reduced the military pageant to a hot, 
wot, trying, and wearisome march. When day 
dawned 1t was raining, and by the time the va- 
rious regiments and Grand Army posts began 
to take their positions aloug the line of marcha 
thick mist was blowing over the city, coating 
the pavements with a plaster of mud that was 
ae slippery as sheet ice and penetrating under 
umbreitias and all other defenses against the 
wetness. Atfirat the air was chilly, but with the 
mist came a rapidly-rising temperature, and the 
soldiers and veterans that started out with 
overcoats, expecting cool weather, found them- 
selves presently dripping as much from perspi- 
ration as from the mist. 

Large crowds of spectators began to assemble 
early along the line of march, which lay in 
Fifth-avenus from Central Park to Fourteenth- 
strcot, and thence to and around Union-square 
to Eaat Seventeenth-street, where the proces- 
sion disbanded. The buildings along the route 
were bright with bunting and the national col- 
ors, and from shortly after dawn the streeta re- 
sounded to the strains of martial music and the 
tramp of marching feet. Before the hour for 
the column to move had arrived the mist began 
to rise, rendering slichtly less uncomfortabie 
the circumambient atmosphere. The grand 
etands at Madison-square, masked in the na- 
tional colors, were fuli of ladies and children in 
holiday attire, men in uniforms, and civilians. 
The statue of Farragut had been given special 
attention and was bright with wreaths and fes- 
toons ot flowers and evergreens. 

A reviewing stand in the middle of the grand 
stand near the Worth Monument was hand- 
somely set out with standards of colors and red, 
white, and blue bunting. Here Vice President 
Morton, Gov. Hill, Major Gen. O. O. Howard, 
Mayor Grant, State Commander Harrison P. 
Clark of the Grand Army of the Republic, Con- 
gressman Wiliiam McKinley of Ohio, Juaior 
Vice Commauder Joseph Hatficld of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, Judge George W. Van 
Hoesen, Chairman of the Memorial Committee; 
E. J. Aikinson, Secretary of the Memorial Com- 
mittee; Gen. Joseph C. Jackson, Charies Apple- 
by, James Talcott, and others of the committees 
having the matter in charge es in their appear- 
ance shortly before 10 o’cloo The Vice Presi- 
deut and Governor camein a carriage escorted 
by Judge Van Hoesen. 

Presently the head of the column, a small de- 
tachment of regulars of the United States Army, 
under command of Major Waldrick, came in 
sight. A long wait ensued, during which Gen. 
Josiah Porter, Gen. Charles F. Roberts, Gen. 
Varian, Gen, Bartlett, Gen. Stokes, Gen. 
Earle, Gen. Bryant, Col. Judson, Col. O’ Dono- 
hue, Col Hilton, Col. McClellan, and Col. Rus- 
seli of Gev. Hill's staff, all in their gorgeous 
staff uniforms, put in their appearance and 
joined the reviewing party on the stand. The 
main body of the marching column, Lieut. Col. 
William P. Walten, Grand Marshal, and staff, 
mounted, at tne head, now began to file 
past, their colors fiying and bands playing 
military and popular airs. There was not 
much enthusiasm in the crowds; their feelings 
geemed too profound and their memories t00 
serious for cheers. Only when some exceptional 
display or incident in the march attracted their 
attention did they give way to cheers or ap- 
piause. The escorting column was composed 
of the seven regiments and two batteries com- 
posing the First Brigade, N. G. 8. N. Y. First 
tame Brig. Gen. Louis Fitzgerald and staff, 
mounted, and then in order as named the 
Seventh, Sixty-ninth, Eighth, Ninth, Twenty- 
second, Seventy-first, and Twelfth Regiments, 
and the First and Second Batteries, 

Following them came the Old Guard Veteran 
Battalion, Major George W. McLean command- 
ing, in their bearskin caps and showy uniforms. 
Then succeeded seventy-seven marching com- 
panies, in twelve divisions, with forty-nine 
posts of the Grand Army of the Republic in 
the first eight divisions, each attended by a 
band or fife and drum corps, and bearing the 
tattered and torn banners and flags they were 
wont to follow to battle. Now and then some 
special feature aroused the crowds to laughter 
or applause, as when, at the head of the Naval 
Post, three little canteen girls arrayed a la 
**Daughter of the Regiment” eappearea, anda, 
later along in the line, when a diminutive but 
lively specimen of humanity was discovered 
in a zouave band, in full zouave uniform, val- 
jantly beating a regulation snare drum and 
atretching his little legs right manfuliy to 
keep up with the procession. Different emo- 
tions from these were aroused when occasion- 
ally a uniformed veteran, with empty sleeve, 
uncovered in salute of the reviewing digni- 
taries, and when an occasional floral tribute, 
borne by some veteran pair, aroused touching 
recollections. Altogether there were about 
8,000 men in line. The rear of the column 
filed past the reviewing stand at 11:08 o’clock. 

Major Joseph Forbes was in command of the 
guard of honorof the Grand Army of the Re- 

ublic. The guard was composed of two mem- 

ers from each post, who were selected for 
their good physique and fine soldierly bearing. 
Forty-two posts were represented. 

Fitth-avenue looked dreary and dismal as the 
line passed down Filty-eighth-street, but there 
were plenty of flags fiying and thousands of 

ople were out to see the procession go by. The 
First Brigade,and particularly the Seventh Reg- 
iment, got the lion’s share of the Fifth-avenue 
applause, but enthusiasm was damped by the 
weather. The club windows were ali filled and 
thousands of faces of fair women looked out 
from the windows of the residences, 

In spite of various suggestions from sincere 
triends to “‘ get thekeoy,” ‘lead the beast,” “hire 
a substitute,” &c., Doorman Daniel Strauss of 
the Detective Bureau wili take eqhestrian risks 
whenever an opportunity occurs.

IN BROOKLYN. 


A GREAT PROCESSION AND EXERCISES 
IN GREENWOOD. 

Something like twelvé thousand men took 
partin the parade in Brooklyn yesterday. Of 
rhis number about eight thousand were mem- 
bers of veteran or Grand Army yosts. The rest 
were militiamen, tiremen, Federal troops, ma- 
tines, Sons of Veterans, and civic organiza- 
tions. They were all gathered in the side streets 
near Broadway and Bedford-avenue long before 
9 o’clock and waited patiently for over an hour 
before the assembly was sounded by the drum 
corps attached to the Grand Marshal’sstait. In 
afew minutes after this signal the ranks were 
formed, and at 10:30 Grand Marshal Harry 
W. Knight gave the order to march. A squad 
of mounted police, under Sergt. Johnson, 
led the way, followed by a band and the Mar- 
shal and his staff. The first division was led 
by a battalion of regulars from Fors Hamilton 
and of marines from the navy yard under 
Capt. Brinkle of the Fifth Artillery and Capts. 
Meeker and Haswelluf the navy. The Second 
Brigade, under Brig. Gen. McLeer, followed, 
and by their appearance and excellent march- 
ing captured the crowds. The ‘Thirteenth, 
Twenty-third, Thirty-second, Forty-seventh, 


ba / marched in the order named. 

eterans and Grand Army men formed the 
third division, with the Second Duryee Zouaves 
in the front rank. Twenty-eight posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and four war Vet- 
eran associations were represented. The vis- 
itors were the One Hundred and Sixty-fifth 
Regiment, the old Forty-eignth, the Sixty-sev- 
enth, and the Ninetieth Regiments of New- 
York Volunteers, Among the veterans were 
sandwiched posts of the Knights of Pythias and 
the veterans of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. The Sons of Veterans and the delega- 
tions from the public schools, the Post Office, 


and the civic associations formed the 
last division. Grand Marshal Knight 
led the way through a great orowd 
ef people along Bedford-avenue, until 


and found a still larger crowd waiting for him. 
The houses through all this district were hand- 
somely decorated with flags and bunting. ‘The 
line of march was through to Clermont-avepue 
and thence through Willoughby to Cumberlane- 
street. At this point the line halted and dressed 
back to each curbstone, thus forming a clear 
space ali the way back to Bedford-avenue and 
Ross-street, where Joseph F. Knapp’s house 
is situated. President Harrison and his 
party entered carriages at Mr. Knapp’s and 
were driven rapidly through these lines to the 
reviewing stand in front of Washington Park. 
The party reached this point about 12:30 
o’clock, and as soon as the President had been 
escorted to the seat reserved for him the order 
to march was again given. For about an hour 
and a half the procession passed in review. and 
when the last soldier had gone by President 
Harrison expressed himself as delighted with 
the appearance of the men, 

The paraders continued on through Cumber- 
land-street to Latayette-ayenue, to South Ox- 
ford-street, to Hanson-place, to Flatbush-ave-. 
nue, at which point the troops were dismissed. 
The regulars went at once to Fort Hamilton 
and the navy yard, the National Guard rexi- 
ments to their separate armories, and the vet- 
eraus to the Various cemeteries in which they 
had graves to decorate. 

At Green wood there was a great crowd of poo- 
le when Thatford, Rankin, Wincbester, Cush- 
ng, Ricard, Odell, Doane, Middleton, Strong, 

Beecher, and Wall Posts arrived to decorate the 
soldier’s Monument and the graves of the indi- 
vViduuls 1n whose memory these posts were 
named. Mayor Chapin presided over the exer- 
cises at the soldiers’ monument, and the Rev, 
Dr. A. J. F. Bebrends delivered along and 
touching oration. In the course of his remarks 
Dr. Behrends said: 

** Not one of us who has personal remembrance of 
the great and costly struggle for the preservation 
of our National Union and who has carefully 
watched the tone and tempor of public feeling since 
Lee surrendered to Grant, has failed to notice that 
# change has gradually been creeping over the ob- 
eervance of Decoration Day. There were many who 
felt that in the great centennial parade the Grand 
Army men were treated with scant courtesy, bring- 
ing up the rear of the procession. falliug into line 
late in the afternoon, and when the people had 
shouted themselves hoarse. The enthusiasm of the 
day seemed to settle on suoldiers whe had only 
played with rifles and bayonets, and upon civilians 
who, @ quarter of a century ago, were generally 
known as copperheads and rebels.”’ 

At the tomb of Gen. Dakin there was music 
by the Steinway Quartet aud an address by 
Gen. B. Barnum. William D. Friday reada 
poem and an immense audience sang “* Amer- 
ica.” The graves of Capt. Ellsworth and Lieut. 
Carville were decorated by the One Hundred 
and Sixty-fifth Regiment and an address was 
made by Col. Ferguson. Beecher Post, a col- 
ored organization, held brief services over the 
grave of the great preacher. 

Tne Cypress Hills division consisted of Mans- 
field, Perry, Ford, and Dupont Posts, and serv- 
ices were, held at which ex-Judge Campbell 
presided and St. Clair McKelway delivered 
an oration. Harry Lee, Abel Smith, Devin, and 
McKenzie Posts went to Evergreens Cemetery 
to decorate the graves of Col. Abel Smith and 
Harry Lee. Commander Brown presided at 
Harry Lee’s resting place, and a touching tribute 
to the memory of the dead was paid by Junis 
G. Bergen. Commander Simmons presided at 
Col. Smith’s grave, and Mark D. Wilber was 
the-orator. About fifty graves of less noted 
People in all the cemeteries were strewn with 

owers, but no formal exercises were held. 

The grave of Gen. Wladimir Krzyzanowski in 
Greenwooa Cemetery was decorated yesterday 
by the Steinwehr Post, which he organized and 
ot which he was iong Commander, in addition 
to which the post dedicated the monument they. 
recently erected over it. Coroner Levy, the 
Commander of the post, made some remarks, 
and was followed by Carl Schurz, one of whose 
Brigade Commanders Gen. Krzyzanowski was 
in the war. Mr. Schurz spoke feelingly 1m Ger- 
man, reviewiug the life of his old Commander, 
and said: “‘The great monument set to him as 
well as to all who had fallen in the war is a re- 
united country, prosperous, progressive, and 
most strongly bound together.” 


AT GRANT’S TOMB. 

There was al impressive ceremony at the 
tomb of Gen. Grant yesterday. The resting 
place of the hero was beautifully decorated. 
The thousands of people who went to Riverside 
Park during the day found the front of the 
tomb almost completely masked with flowers. 
On the arch over the doorway was the inscrip- 
tion worked in colored immortelles on a white 
background, “‘Enshrined in the Hearts of His 
Countrymen.” Over this was a floral cross. 
The finest pieces were those on each side of the 
tomb. They were 4 fest wide and 10 feet 
high and were sent by Chang Yen Hoon, the 
Chinese Minister at Washington. They were of 
vari-solored flowers and uniquein design. There 
were floral tiags of red, white, and blue worked 
into them and they were dotted here and there 
with many stara. The New-York Commandery 
of the Loyal Legion sent a magnificent pillow. 
A bell made in imitation of independence bell 
was sent by 8 M. Wanamaker & Co. of Phila- 
deiphia. Grammar School No. 57 sent tifty 
potted plants. The sarcophugus was covered 
with plants. 

The memorial services were attended by a 
large assemblage. They were in charge of U. 8. 
Grant Post, No. 327, G. A. R,, whioh came over 
trom Brooklyn with Company B of the Beventy- 
first Regiment, a squad of veteran policemen, 
and the U.S. Grant Hose Company of Brook- 
lyn. They did notreach the park until nearly 
4 o’clock, and the waiting crowd had been 
treated to a lively windstorm, which was fol- 
lowed by an uncomfortable spatter of rain. By 
the time the services were begun the sun had 
come out and the weather was perfect. Presi- 
dent Harrison was expected, but sent word 
that he could not possibly attend. U.S. Graut, 
Jr., represented the family of the dead com- 
mander. Otherson the platform were Major 
Gen. O. O. Howaid, Oapt. Chester, Lieut. G. N. 
Chase of the Fourth Infantry, Gen. Joseph C.

Vice Commander in Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic; Admiral Patterson of the Haytian 
Navy, e ~ B. R. Roberts, Gen. Peter 8. Will- 
lams of New-Jersey, George F. Tate, Joeeph 
Dean, W. W. Brodie, and Bishop Faliows of

Noah Tebbetts of Grant Post presided, and as 
soon as he opened the services with a brief ad- 
dress, the United States man-of-war Galena, 
which was at anchor in North River under the 
bluils began to fire minuts guns, and this was 
kept up throughout the services. 

Commander George A. Price called on the 
Rev. Dr. Edward Anderson, Post Chaplain in 
Chief of the Grand Army ofr the Republic, for 
prayer.

Tne Rev. Dr. J. M. Buckley, editor of the 
Christian Advocate, delivered the oration. It 
was partly historical aad was filled with eulogy 
of Gen. Grant. The speaker was frequen:ty in- 
terrupted by applause. He referred to the civil 
war as the great test of the Republic, and said 
that but for Lincoln and Grant the great work 
of Washington would have been a failure. 
‘Grant did not love war,” said the speaker. 
“ He said to me once, when dining with one of 
his most devoted friends and admirers, the 
late Oliver Hoyt, ‘In my early life I looked on 
the life of a soldier with intense interest, but I 
have seen so much carnage I now look upon 
war asa great evil, never to be tolerated ex- 
cept as &® means to prevent greater evil,’ and 
then after Dausing he said: ‘Aud there is great- 
er evil.’ * 

“Grant emphasized this on another occasion 
ina very witty fashion. After hia trip around 
tho world he was shown through the works at 
Neweastle-on-Tyne, where Sir William Arm- 
strone’s one-hundred-ton gun is manufactured. 
That night, at a dinner given in bis honor by 
Sir William Armstrong, Gen. Grant called upon 
the company to fill up their xlasses and drink to 
the heaith of Sir William, whom he teasted as the 
man of peace. ‘I call him s0,’ said the Gen- 
eral, ‘because, as we have seen to-day, he 
manufactures the greatest peace-compelling in- 
etrument inthe world.”

THE DAY ELSEWHERE. 








IT WAS GENERALLY OBSERVED IN ALL 
PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. 

NEWBURG, N. Y., May 30.—Merorial Day was 
more generally observed here than ever before, 
Business was wholly suspended, and the public 
in general joined with the Grand Army in doing 
honor to the dead. Fullerton Post held special 
services at the grave of Roundsman Robert A. 
Montgomery, who was killed while on duty in 
New York. He was a member of Reno Post, 
No, 44, and the special services were carried 


out at their request, a deputation from the post 
being present. Tho decorations were a knap- 
sack, with blanket rolled, and a Grand Army 
badge. The Hon. John M. Gardner delivered an 


address, devoting nearly a quarter hour to 


Montgomery, his life, and the lessons to be de- 
duced from his devotion to duty as a soldier 
and a policeman. 

In the afternoon Ellis Post was joined by 
Fullerton Post aud the Camp of Sons of Veter- 
ans by the School Trustees, teachers, and pupils 
of the Newburg Academy, and marched in pro- 
cession to Washington’s Headquarters, when an 
American flag was presented to the academy 
ag by Ellis Post. An address was delivered 

y the Rey. W. K. Hall, D. D. At 3 o’olock Kil- 
patrick Post of New York and Kilpatrick Post 
of New Jersey caine here as guests. 


NEw-BRUNSWICK, N. J., May 30.—The celebra- 
tion of Memorial Day in New-Brunswick and 
its neighborhood was more general than it has 
been in years. In Perth Amboy and South 
Amboy parades were given, and in all the 
towna of the county the craves of the veterans 


were decorated. In nearly all the towns memo- 
rial services were held in public halis. 

In New-Brunswick the suspension of business 
was general. The procession was an unusually 
long one, anumber of civic organizations and 
uniformed societies turning out with the Grand 
Army and militia. The oration of the day was 
delivered hy the Rev. W. M. White. The Wo- 
men’s Relief Corps held services in Willow 
Grove Cemetery, erecting a monument and 
listening to a number of addresses. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-eight graves were decorated, 
twelve veterans, amoung them Gen. J. B. Mc- 
Intosh, having died during the year. 

Fairs and picnics and ball games were held in 
the afternoon,and the eroquet season was opened 
at the grounds of the New-Brunswick Club,a 
number of championship players being preseut. 
Prof. Jacobus, who, as the holder of the Hors- 
man mallet, is champion of the United States, is 
President of the club. 


BORDENTOWN, N. J., May 30.—Memorial Day 
was observed here by the closing up of the busi- 
ness Diaces, Washington Post,William Wallace 


Goodwin Camp, No. 1, composed of soldiers, 
sailors, and sons of veterans; the cadets of the 
Bordentown Military Inatitute, and delegations 
from the several fire companies paraded, and 
the graves of soldiers in the several cemeteries 
were visited and decorated. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—Although the weather 
prospects were dubious the veterans of the late 
war turned outin good force to make their an- 


nual pilgrimages to Arlington, Soldiers’ Home, 
ana other grounds where the remains of their 
old comrades rest and to pay their tribute of 
respect and affection in the snape of floral otter- 
ings and suitable ceremonies. The statues of 
Gartield and others were tastefully adorned 
with flowers and bunting, and there was a plen- 
tiful display of the national colors in all parts 
of the city. 

Several hundred old veterans, many carrying 
their muskets and others bearing eticks capped 
witb small flags, were escorted to Arlington by 
the District National Guard in the march to the 
National Cemetery. ‘To those who have for 
years past observed this ceremony there was 
something affecting in the rapidly strinking 
lines, the wniteaing hair and the halting gait of 
the old warriors. Nevertheless, they madea 
peer show as they straightened up in line and 
marched with a gay assumption of briskness 
toward the home of the dead. 

The Grand Army of the Republic concentrated 
its efforts upon Arlington. Attorney General 
Miller was the representative of the Adminis- 
tration at that place. The attendance was un- 
usually large, and included a number of dis- 
tinguished persons. Mra. Harrison, Mr. and 
Mrs. McKee, and Dr. Scott of the White House 
arrived shortly before noon and brought a 
bouquet of flowers, which was placed on Gen. 
Sheridan’s grave. Gen. Schofield and staff, 
Senators Sawyer and Manderson, Civil Service 
Commissioner Lyman, and Patent Commis- 
sioner Mitchell were also present. The first 
ceremony of the day was at the Sheridan monu- 


ment. Here members of the Grand Army 
ot the Republic committees, of the 
Woman's Relief Oorps, and of the 


Loyal Legion Commandery had gathered within 
the inclosure arvund the monument. The Ma- 
rine Band played a dirge, an old veteran pulled 
a rope, and the flags which have covered the 
mvenument since it was put in place fell to the 
ground, exposing to view the plain granite shaft, 
thirteen feet high, bearing on its face a bronze 
bust wedallion of Gen. Sheridan. The Woman's 
Relief Corps threw a shower of roses around the 
base of the monument, gnd later in the day the 
children of Gen. Sheridan added their floral con- 
tribution to the heap which kina bands had 
strewed about their father’s grave. 

Gen. Alexander was the orator of the 
day and the poem was delivered py Eugene F. 
Ware ot Kansas. The invocation was made by 
Bishop Hurst. 

At the Soldiers’ Home Major 8. 8. Rockwood 
delivered an oration and Col. DeWitt UC. Sprague 
read an original poem, while similar offices 
were performed at the Congressional Cemetery 
by the Hon. W. W. Curry and George B. Flem- 
ing, respectively. 

Major Rockwood said in part: ‘‘The Fourth of 
July magnanimously forgets the Tory of the 
Revolution, and the 30th of May must likewise 
throw the mantle of charity over the Confed- 
erate. Those who err may be forgiven, but 
they cannot.be exalted; they may share our 
private commisefation, but they cannot divide 
our public encomiums; they may be mourned 
by the individual, but they cannot be honored 
by the State.” 

Flowers were strewn over Gen. Logan’s 
tomb byacommittes of the Logan Guard of 
Honor, and appropriate ceremonies were. heid 
in nearly all of the cemeteries where veterans 
are interred, 

At St. Matthew’s Church mass was celebrated 
at 9 o’clock for the repose of the soul of Gen. 
Sheridan and for the soldiers who fell in bat- 
tle. The children of Gen. Sheridan occupied 
the family pew. Mrs. Sheridan was not pres- 
ent on account of sickness. 


GETTYSBURG, Penn., May 30.—The crowd of 
strangers was 28 large as that of last year. At 9 
o’clock the colored school children decorated 


the graves of the soldiers with appropriate 
exercises. Atl o'clock the procession ied by 
Post 9, G. A. R., moved out Baltimore-street to 
the National Cemetery. Here the pupils of the 
public schools were in waiting. After four 
comrades of Post 9 had read their regular ser- 
vices the children walkea in a bedy and strewed 
the green turf about the graves with flowers. At 
the restrum the exercises were opened with 

rayer by the Rev. Dr. McKnight, President of 
Pounayivania College. The orator of the day, 
the Hon. stewart L. Woodford of Brooklyn, paid 
a glowing tribute to Lincoln's immortal speecn 
delivered here and said it would be the gospel 
of American liberty and American nationality 
through all the cenfuries to come. His closing 
sentence was: ‘Let us pledge ourselves to-day 
that we will be true children to the one Repub- 
lie.”

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DR. COOKMAN’S THEORIES 


THE VAITH CURE UNPOPULAR 
WITH HIS FLOCK. 

WHY THE TWENTY - FOURTH - STREET 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH IS 
LEFT WITHOUT A PASTOR. 

A notice, which is of much interest to the 
members of the Methodist Church, was sent out 
yesterday. It said: 

“Atthe weekly prayer meeting of the Twenty- 
fourth-Street Methodist Episcopal Church on 
Wednesday ovening, the Rev. Dr. Palmer, the Pre- 
sulting Elder, announced the resignation of the 
Rev. John E. Cookman, D. D., pastor of the church. 
Dr. Cookman resigns with a view of entering the 
Protestant Episcopal Church.” 

80 wuch of this story was written by Dr. 
Cookman himself. Efforts to elicit from him 
some reason for the step he had taken met with 
no success. He parried all questions, and left 
the reporter with only the information con- 
tained in the quoted lines. 

Dr. Cookman has been a man of considerabie 
prominence in the Methodist clergy, and at one 
time was more than ordinarily successful in 
the ministry. His father was a renowned 
clergyman of the same denomination, having 
for a time been Chaplain of the House of Rep- 
resentatives at Washington, and his brother is 
still an active pastor in the same denomination. 

» But Dr. Cookman began to change remarka- 
bly about five years ago while pastor of the 
Bedford-Street Church, About that time he 
beg'an to take up with the faith cure ‘‘ science,” 
and in ashort time, it is said, seemed carried 
away withit. He was industriously cultivated 
by the Rev. Dr. Simpson, the leading spirit 
among the Faith Cure enthusiasts, and, much to 
the sorrow of his parishioners and fellow-min- 


isters, became more and more interested in the 
new mysticism. The effect of this was soon 
apparent in a rapid falling off in his congre- 
gation and aconsiderable diminution in the in- 
come of the chureh. When his pastorate was 
concluded by the end of his third year of 
service he was transferred to the New-York 
East Conference, and little was heard of him in 
New-York City for about two years. 

Abeut fourteen months ago, however, in 
obedience to the wishes of some of the principal 
supporters of the Twenty-fourth-Street Church, 
he was assigned to its pastorate. For a few 
weeks it seemed as if his old-time energy and 
usefulness had returned. Oircumstances sent 
the church an accession of new members, and 
the church seemed to be on the bigh road toa 
prosperity it had never known before, A neigh- 
boring church was in difficulties at the time and 
a large number of its members became attend- 
ants at the Twenty-fourth-Street Church, and 
several of Dr. Simpson’s followers floatea in 
every Sunday and helped to fill the pews. But 
in a sbort time the _ strictly orthodox 
Methodists were shocked and displeased 
to hear their pastor express more extreme 
opinions with reference to the faith oure than 
their patience or tolerance could withstand, and 
they began to drop out of the congregation and 
to withdraw their support from the church, On 
one occasion in the pulpit he 18 quoted as de- 
claring that, if his littledaughter should be 
taken dangerously ill, he would under no con- 
sideration engage a physician; he would pray 
for her recovery, and that would be enough... A 
large part of the congregation that heard this 
declaration never entered the church again, 
itis said. The first year of his ministry closed 
with a deficit of over $1,500 in the finances of 
the church, But many of the members hadheid 
on to this time in the hope that the annual con- 
ference would bring them a change of pastors. 
It was held about two months ago, and at its 
close Dr. Cookman still remained in pastoral 
charge. A short time before he had asked leave 
of the official board of his church to attend a 
convention of faith curists at Toronto, Canada. 
This they refused to give, but at the same time 
they said it was a matter in which they had no 
right to interfere, and accordingly Dr. Cookman 
went, and distinguished himself as an enthusiast 
among the enthusiasts. 

When it became apparent to the members of 
the Twenty-fourth-Street Church that their pas- 
tor was fastened upon them for at least another 
year of service, they seemed to lose all hope and 
covrage and left the church in such numbers as 
threatened immediate financial collapse. In 
making the estimate for the year’s expenses and 
trying to provide for them by pledged revenues, 
it was found that less than 25 per cent. vould 
be assured. This was about two months ago 
ana matters have been going from bad to worse. 
Dr. Cookman two or three times intimated that 
he was thinking of entering anether de- 
nomination, and Dr. Simpson once _re- 
marked in an oracular way that “John will 
not be a Methodist much longer,” but all these 
intimations were construed by Dr. Cookman’'s 
parishtoners to mean that he was about to asso- 
ciate himself formaily with Dr. Simpson anda 
his co-workers in the vineyards of the faith 
cure. Nointimation had been received or given 
of any intention to enter the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and many incredulous smiles and 
shakes of the head greeted this statement yes- 
terday. The Protestant Episcopal Church is 
even more conservative than the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and doubt was expressed that 
Dr. Cookman wouid find a more comfortable en- 
vironment in the former than he did in the lat- 
ter denomination. 

Dr. Cookman paid bis Presiding Elder, Dr. 
Palmer, a visit on Wednesday, and after a pro- 
tfacted interview he submitted his resignation, 
but asked that it be kept a secret until after 
June 1. Dr. Palmer told him, however, that 
that would not be proper. If Dr. Cookman had 
experienced a change of views he would have 
to resign immediately, and accordingly the Pre- 
siding Elder gave the notice as stated. 

Dr. Cookman has long been noted for a pecul- 
iar impediment of speech that holds him at the 
beginning of aservice temporarily tongue-tied 
attimes. But when be gets warmed up the dif- 
ficulty disappears. A member of his church 
says thatin conversation with him about it a 
short time ago the minister said he used to be 
troubled that way, *‘but I have tried the faith 
cure and have been é-e-6-6n-t-t-t-tirely 
c-e-c-cured,” he added.

AN ESPECJALLY FINE MUSICAL SERVICE 
RENDERED AT OLD TRINITY. 

The Ascension Day services at old Trinity 
yesteraay had a dual significance, since they 
signalized not only the chief feast in the Chris- 
tian calendar but the anniversary of the dedica- 
tion of the parish church.

THE NEW CATHEDRAL. 


A SERIOUS MISTAKE IN THE COMMIT~ 


TEE’S CIRCULAR TO THE ARCHITECTS, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The various designs sent in for the cathedral 
have been for several weeks in the hands of the 
committee having the matter in charge, and it 
seems that they have wisely concluded to consult 
with architectural experts before making a selec- 
tion, 

It has been gravely recommended through the 
press that some new style of architecture should 
be devised for the cathedral that Americavs could 
claini as theirown. We are surrounded by so many 
unhappy exemplifications of the folly of attempting 
to improve upon authoritative architectural forms 
that it is difficult to understand how it could be 
seriously proposed to experiment on such a costly 
scale; and yet the very first action of the commit- 
tee might make one think that they sre disposed to 
undervalue precedents. The circular for the guid- 
ance of architects calls for plans for a cathedral to 
extend lengthwise some four hundred feet “north 
and south.’’ Now, although it may not be known to 
the public generally that a cathedral not to be au 
anolmaly should be built east and west, it can hardly 
be supposea that a committee composed of prom. 


inent churchmen could be ignorant of the fact. It 
is ee dgrntyhy, Mage wee how they could give such instruc. 
tions to the architects. Amerioans are impatient 
oi restraint of any kind, particularly of the author. 
ity of precedent; but itis to be hoped that it will 
notlead to the construction of a great cathedral in 
New-Y ork that will be conspicuous for its violation 
ot the laws of ecclesiastical architecture. 

It is true that some think the site selected offers 
greater advantages tor displaying the architecture 
of wu cathedral built “‘north and south,” but this 
does net justify such a decided deviation from all 
estabiished precedents. The primitive custom of 
orientation has always been deemed so important 
that there is not a cathedral in Kngland in which 
the choir and chancel are at the easterly end. ‘There 
is scarcely even a small English parish church that 
is not so censiructed. In fact, tue Knglish Prayer 
Book regards orientation as @ matter of course, as 





“standing at tle north side of the tabie,” a rubric 
that would be meaningless if orientation was not 
observed. 

The symbolism of facing easterly in Christian 
worship is so nearly connected witn the symbolic 
language of Scripture that it needs no comment. 
There 18 no question of religious ductrine taught by 
it that is not common to Christians in general. A 
building that is to cost millions and is to be built to 
stand for ages should be started on right principles 
and contorm in every particular to conventional re- 
quirements, 

The comnittee have specified “400 feet” as 
about the length of the proposed building. This 
is not large tur a cathedral. It would probably 
have been no more difficult to raise the funds fora 
larger one, as it woula theu have veen more likely 
to interest the general public to a greater degree. 
In any event it would only have been a matter of 
postponing its completion. In the choice of the 
plan itis not of 80 much importance which style of 
architecture 1s selected as that it may be faithfully 
exemplitied. Some styles, however, are more ex- 
pensive to execute than others, and it would be 
wise to select oue for the cathedral that would re- 
quire less to be spent on petty details so that more 
could be devoted ior size and selidity. These latter 
qualities are, aiter all, what most inspire awe and 
reverence. Our forefathers have transmitted to us 
all that art and esthetic symbolism can do to 
render our religious temples worthy of théir objects. 
But newly-discovered explosives, steam pvuwer, 
and improved mechanical appliances have given 
our age advantages tor bewiug und lifting massive 
slopes that our fathers did not possess. They, 
inftacing their churches to the rising sun and in 
numberiess other ways, symbolized the Christian 
hope and faith. Let us, retaming their devout 
symbolism of faith, add to it the expression of 
strength and unchangeableness. Let the new 
cathedral be 80 constructed as to defy as much as 
possible the ravages of time and the chances of 
lujury by tempest or conflagration. ‘lo the attain. 
ment of this end, special attention should be paid 
to the coustraction of ihe roof, which was gener: 
ally the weak point in the cathedrals of the Middle 
Ages. In modern times iron has been much resort- 
ed to as atire-proot material, but its liability to 
warp by heat and torust by moisture, unicss kept 
carefully painted, detracts from its useteiness. ‘io 
insure against all contingencies the new cathedral 
should have a roof of stone, resting on stone arches, 
or with an inside vaulting, and no interior imita- 
tion stone work should be 1 esorted to for economy. 

‘Lo state it briefly, let the proposed cathedral, in 
its loyalty to precedent, its purity of design, and its 
truth{ul construction, be such as will dety, as far as 
possible, the shafts of criticism, as also the wearing 
wartare of time and the elements, so that the city of 
New-York will have a cathedral worthy of its pres- 
ent eminence ana great future, Such a building 
may take many years to finish, but that is of littie 
consequence provided the foundation be laid for a 
fitting monument of the religious zeal and broad 
pubiic spirit of the age. 8. 


PUBLICITY IN COMPETITION. 





HOW SUCH CONTESTS OF MERIT ARE 


CONDUCTED IN EUROPE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your able and judicious article on the cathe- 
dral competition will meet with general approval, 
and in the hope that you will return to the subject, 
and that the exclusion of the general public and the 
architectural profession from the councils of the 
small, inexpert committee may come toanend, I 
desire to call your attention and the attention of the 
public to the facts of some competitions for great 
artistic works that have recently been condnoted 
in Europe and the history and results of which sus- 
tain your argument. 

In the competition for the new facade of the great 
Milan cathedral, only decided a few months ago, 


‘there was no secrecy, but absolute publicity from 
the beginning. Plans were invited and received 
from the most distinguished and experienced archi- 
tects of the several countries in Europe. No secrecy 
was observed; the public were admitted to see 
them, and about a year ago sixteen of the plans 
were selected, and imnivdiately these sixteen plans 
were pablished in the IJilustrazione Italiuna, I 
would like to inquire why this competition for the 
cathedral in New-\ork has been so conducted that 
so far aa I can learn no pian has been invited or re- 
ceived from any reputable toreign architect. 

The next case in point is the discussion over the 
fagade for the cathedral of Florence. I will not 
truuble you with the details, they are too well 
known; but it is enough io say that for some years 
there was public knowledge and discussion over 
two plans dividing the artistic world both in Fior- 
euce and outside into two purties, resulting with- 
out inconvenience or detriment from such publicity 
in the selection and completion of one of the plana. 

As another instance of artistic competition abroad 
Iw... 10w translate from an Italian paper of May 12, 
1889, a short account of the competition and final 
decision for the great monument to be erected to 
Vittorio Emmanuele in Romo, premising thatabout 
two years ago | saw published in an Italian paper 
the six planus selected on the fourth competition, 
one of which has been finally selected. There was 
publicity trom the beginning, and I believe the 
competition was confined to [talian artists, a depart- 
ure from the ordinary custom, because the subject 
was national and so intimately connected with 
recent national history: 

“This competition [for the Vittorio Emmanucis 
statue) was invited four years ago, on the 28th of 
April, 1885, and, as our readers know, was most 
laborious and thorough in its character. There 
were four competitions without a selection. Ths 
tirst two competitions required sketches in small 
dimensions. Some artists were selected for the sec- 
ond competition, after which some of them were ex- 
eluded. The third competition, requiring full-sized 
sketches, [demensioni del vero, } resulted in further 
exclusions and in the selection of six, who were 
admitted to the fourth competition. One of these 
six died and the remaining five took part in the 
fourth compotition, but none succeeded. This 
fourth competition took place in 1886. On the fifth 
competition there were three competitors, and the 
artist Chiarardia waa successful. Hehad during 
the various competitions threo times changea his 
pian.’ 

I may add to this translation that to these changes 
Chiarardia owed his final success, and that they 
were brought about by puolic criticism. H, U. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: ; 

Your article upon the cathedral competition in 
Sunday’s issue represents, no doubt, a large propor- 
tion of public opinion upon the subject. Permit me, 
as one of the invited competitors, and one who 
favors a public and geverai exhibition of the draw- 
ines, to describe the situation from another point of 
view. 

There was an unfortunate clause in the invitation 
to submit designs in which it was promised that 
they should not be exhibited without the consent of 
the authors. The trustees have, therefore, surren- 
dered much of their control in the matter. Your 
reference to the ‘‘competitors whose designs have 
been returned” is evidently based upon a misappre- 
hension. The designs have not been returned. he 
competitors have received no notification of the re- 
sult, and their action in the matter is therefore sus- 
pended. There is no doubt that a majority of them 
would desire a public exhibition if an opportunity 
were afforded. Perhaps an invitation to an expres- 
sion of opinion in your columns would assist the 
trustees to a conclusion. 


wishes of the invited competitors. The authors of 
the designs selected for further competition, with 
their work incomplete and still in course of develop- 
ment, naturally consider secrecy proper so far as 
they are concerned, although it is doubtful whether 
this is of any real value after the private inspections 
already granted. Of the architects not so fortunate 
(including some of the best known names) some 
feel that the drawings being of a technical descrip- 
tion would not be suitable for popular comment. 
Others fear that if the exhibition were not goneral 
it would be by the press considered as an expression 
of soreness aud disappointment by those who par- 
ticipated. ‘These difficulties divide the opinions so 
that unanimous action is unattainable. . 

In many competitions it has been usual to publish 
in the technical or popular illustrated papers de- 
signs which were not accepted as well as those pre- 
ferred. It has always been conceded that merit 
and interest might still attach to work in this posi- 
tion sufficiently to make it of interest. And in an- 
nual exhibitions of academies and societies rejected 
designs in architecture are trequently exhibited. 

It wil be open tothe Mops prey be: therefore, when 
they are officially notified of the decision which the 
press has announced and when their designs are re- 
turned to iend them to the illustrated press or to 
send them to the picture galleries. Probably some 
of them will be so inclined. Ifany concegted action 
were possible it would go far to meet the views ex- 
pressed in your editorial.

EXERCISES AT THE NEW ARMORY OF

P. Leo, the architect of the new armory, was 
master of ceremonies. 

The exercises were distinguished by a re- 
freshing absence of formality. There was no 
fixed programme, but after the active and ex- 
empt members, officers, and enlisted men had 
disposed themselves indiscriminately around 
and about the excavation in which the maesive 
cornerstone temporarily rested preliminary to 
its permanent setting, the regimental band 

layed ‘Hail, Columbia,” following which the 

v. William H. Dunnell, D. D., Chaplain of the 
Twenty-second, delivered a fervent prayer, the 
impressiveness of which was heightened by the 
breaking in upon the final amen of the strains 
of “Home, Sweet Home,” given out by Gil- 
more’s musicians, 

It was expected that the cornerstone would 
be laid by Mayor Grant, butas the Mayor was 
unable te be present that Pleasant duty de- 
volved upon Gen. Fitzgerald, who announced 
that the box deposited by him within the cor- 
neratone contained a copy of the Constitution 
of the United States, of the Constitution of the 
State of New-York, of the Laws and Regula- 
tions Governing the Military Forees of the 
State of New-York, ot the By-Laws 
of the Board of Officers Twenty-second 
Regiment, a roster of the Twenty-second 
Regiment, a copy of the history of 
the Twenty-second Regiment, an account 
of the centennial celebration of 1889, proceed- 
ings relative to the erection of the armory, a 
copy of the leading daily papers, coins of the 
United States of the latest issue, Unitea States 
coins of the issue of 1841, orders of the Adju- 
tant General’s office of First Brigade headquar- 
ters and of regimental headquarters, the badge 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the 
padge of James Monroe Post, G. A. R. 

Col. John O’ Byrne delivered an address, which 
was frequently interrupted by appreciative ap- 
plause. The laying of the cornerstone of the 
new and magnificent armory of the ‘'wenty- 
seeond Regiment, Col. O’ Byrne told his hearers, 
marked one of the milestones in the Nation's 
prosperity and the Nation’s history. There ia 
a class of gushing sentimentalists who believe 
that the time is coming when the sword will be 
turned into a plowshare. But as long as hu- 
man nature remains what.it is there will be 
need of soldiery to sustain liberty and to op- 
pose tyranny and wrong wherever it may ap- 
pear or in whatever pattern it may come. Be- 
fore the war there were people who believed 
there was no use for citizen soldiers in the land. 
Butif in the early days of the great conflict 
the United States had possessed 100,000 wen 
trained in soldierly pursuits, like those of the 
Twenty-second Regiment, there would have 
been no civil war, no vast waste of treasure, 
and no loss of a million of lives. 

Three cheers were given for Col. O’Byrns 
upon the conclusion of his address, and the 
exercises were brought to aclose with ‘‘ The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ by the band. 

While the companies marched back to the 
Fourteenth-street armory under charge of the 
First Sergeants, Col. Camp and his officers en- 
tertained a large party of distinguished guests 
at the Mount Bt. Vincent Hotel, in CentraljPark, 
among these being Gen. Fitzgerald, Col. Em- 
mous Clark and Lieut. Col. George Moore Smith, 
Seventh Regiment; Col. George D. Scott, 
Eighth Regiment; Col. William Seward, Jr., 
Ninth Regiment; Col. Thomas H. Barber, 
Twelfth Regiment; and Col. Fred Kopper, 
First Regiment.

/DRUIDESS PUTS THE JUVENILE STAKES 
TO HER CREDIT AND EURUS TAKES’ 
THE DECORATION STAKES. 

Jerome Park had one of the old-fashioned 
crowds yesterday to enjoy the opening of the 
American Jockey Club’s Spring meeting. . Better 
racing they have often seen on opening day 
there, but the park never looked lovelier, nor 
i P 
jWas there ever a better-natured throng as- 
‘sembled within the gates of the historic track. 
\Everything but a theoretical rather than a 
| practical programme was in favor of a success- 
Tul day’s meeting. The Juvenile and Withers 
‘Stakes were to be decided, and te those who are 
lbut occasional racegoers these attractions were 
| sufficient, because they are classics among 
American racing events. But they were but 
isnadows of the old days, as the field in the 
| Juvenile was probably the poorest that ever 
\started for it, and all who are up in racing lore 
‘knew that Diablo had a virtual walk-over for 
the Withers. 
| The pretty women in gay Spring costumes 
‘didn’t know all this, and didn’t care anything 
about it, though they were sorely disappointed, 
)in common with every one else, that they were 
‘deprived of the privilege of seeing Firenzi, of 
;whom they had all heard, show how fast and 
‘how well she can run in company. Still they 
had a jolly time in making petty wagers in the 
\betting ring and among themselves, and in 
commenting upon the queer outfits affected by 
Various young dudes, who were on dress parade 
between the grand stand lawn and the club- 
house on the bluff opposite. On the lawn just 
under the bluff Mr. Bowdoin ana Mr, Smith 
had their four-horse drags, with merry parties, 
‘who enjoyed the racing, their lunch, the sun- 
shine, and were not frightened by the slight 
shower which settled the dust while the Deco- 
ration Stakes were being run. 
| It was a pleasure to the betting fraternity to 
ge into the betting ring and see there a busy, 
bustling lot of bookmakers who offered good 
odds against even the favorites, and who were 
‘not frightened off their boxes and into marking 
ia horse down two polnts when a hundred- 
.doliar bill was offered them. There were fifty- 
six Turf Alliance men in the lot of seventy- 
jfour ‘*bookies” who shouted the odds, but they 
|had a hare time in getting very muck money 
| out of the public, because the races were not, 
‘@8a@ whole, such as would inauce heavy bet- 
iting, and therefore they complained, as do 
' owners and the general public, about the fossil- 
\jzed methods of Secretary Wheatly, which 
wake good fields and sharp and exciting races 
/ BD impossibility. Mr.Wheatily will have to wake 
‘up from his Rip Van Winkle slumbers and take 
'a jump forward of about ascore of years if he 
would be in touch with the racing of the latter 
part of the nineteenth century. 

, The improved railroad facilities were all 
‘there, but the movement of the throng to and 
from the track didn’t seem to be much of an 
j improvement over the past years, possibly »be- 
‘@ause the railroad authorities haven’t yet got 
{things into perfect working order. The parlor 
‘car train was a success, bat there wasn’t room 
jenough in the cars to accommodate one-third 
‘of the crowd that desired to patronize them on 
the homeward trip. Herding people in the new 
‘walk may be a good thing from a railroad point 
of view, but itis a nuisance to the public and 
one for which some remedy should be found. 

A dash over the Titan course of 1,400 yards 
opened the day’s sport, five of the eignt horses 
only contesting in the run, for which Bess and 
Ballston were about equal favorites. The race 
was entirely one between the two, Ballston 
winning, after a bard race in the stretch with 
Bess, by two lengths, the latter three in front 
of Salisbury, who was a half length before Ban- 
ner Bearer. Fred B., who looked too big to 
race, couldn’t extend himself at all, and ran 
hopelessly in the rear all the way. 


The historic Juvenile Stakes brougbt outa 
field of eight decidedly commonplace two-year- 
olds, with the much-touted colt Devotee of the 


Madisen Stables the favorite in the betting. 
But Devotee failed to win it, just as ho failed to 
win the Great American Stakes at Brooklyn. 
The race was the second on the card, was at a 
half mile, and was won in the easiest possible 
fashion by the representative of the West- 
chester millionaire’s stable, Druidess. Devotee, 
who was punished by Barbee all through the 
~ = cia second and Bavarian avery good 
third. 


The conditions of the third race prevented 
any one but Firenzi from entering it, and she 
‘galloped over the course for the purse. She has 


grown somewhat during the Winter and looks 
as she did last Fall, a perfect racing machine. 
Both she and Hayward were liberally applaud- 
ed as she went over the course, fighting tor her 
head all the way. 


After the walk-over Eurus placed the first, 
winning race of the year to his credit. It was 
the run for the Decoration Stakes at a mile and 


three-sixteenths, the fourth race on the card, 
and J. A. B. and Gipsy Queen were the only 
ones to start againsthim. lit was entirely arace 
between Eurus and J. A. B., and the former was 
absolutely forced to win it, though he sulked 
and tried to giveitto J. A. B. in the stretch. 
But Hayward gave Eurus both the whip and 
spur, and so forced him to beat J. A. B. out at 
the end by a couple of lengths. 


Then came the Withers Stake for three-year- 
olds at @ mile, one of the American “ classics.” 
Six horses faced Starter Caldwell and his red 


liag. Five of these might just as well have 
remained in the stable, for the Castie Stable’s 
8Mall but very useful and speedy colt, Diablo, 
put the stake to his credit, and made his very 
guiet and gentiemanly owner, Mr. Langfeld, an 
exceedingly happy man. How very good a colt 
heis may be judged from the fact that he 
wen in spite of the fact that Godfrey rode 
Sim. Orator and Reporter, representatives 
of the Withers and Brown Stables, made 
all the rnnhing for three-quarters of a mile, but 
once in the stretch gave up the leadto Mr. 
Cassatt’s colt Eric ana Mr. Langfeld’s Diablo. 
Eric under Haywara’s guidance did all he 
vould to win, but when Godfrey culled on Diablo 
the game little fellow responded splendidly 
und rushed across the imaginary line which 
marks the finish winner of the race by acouple

BROOKLYN’S WIND-UP. 





BELMONT WINS ANOTHER TWO- 


YEAR-OLD STAKE RACE. 
Everything that tends to make racing 
enjoyable marked the closing day of the most 
successful meeting ever held by the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club, Good weatker, an excellent track, 
large fields, anda big, good-natured, speculative 
crowd combined to make yesterday thoroughly 
pleasant at the Gravesend track. There were 
eight races on the card, all of which filled well 
and made the problem of picking winners very 
difficult. Nevertheless, the public fared well, 
for only one real outsider won—King Idle in the 


sixth race. The starter’s flag was manipulated 
by ‘“*Gabe” Caldwell, a son of the great Ameri- 
can starter, and he was very successful. He 
made no serious blunder, and had the eight 
races run off by 6:30 o’clock. The promptness 
with which the races were called and disposed 
of was not the least satisfactory feature of the 
day. 

Hanover demonstrated his great sprinting 
ability by running the first race in very fast 
time after having got an indifferent start. But 
he had to do his utmost, for Blue Rock, the 
three-year-old brother of Raceland, ran him to 
# short head after the fiercest kind of a fight all 
the way down the stretoh. Blue Rock had got 
the best of the start, with Louise second and 
Tipstatf third. It was not till the head of the 
stretoh was reached that Hanover’s white face 
showed up, and from that out the battle be- 
tween him and Blue Rock continued to the last 
stride. Forest King was third, three lengths 
away, with Tipstati on nearly equal terms and 
the others beaten ot Hanover was greeted 
with cheers as he returned to the scales. 


The second race was productive of an excel- 
lent contest. Brother Ban had a slight ad- 
vantage at the start, but had to give place 


almost immediately to Vosburg and Ovid, who 
held the lead alternately with heads apart for 
three-quarters of a mile, Ovid running under a 
strong pull. Meantime Belinda had been run- 
ning cowfortably 1n third place. At the club- 
house little black Rodgers, who had been very 
patient, called on the filly,and the maroon 
jacket steadily moved forward until at the head 
of the stretch Belinda showed in front, with 
Ovid second and Vosburg tnird. All the jockeys 
got to work now with a will, but Belinda was 
too fleet for the field and won eleverly by a 
neck. Frank Ward came fast in the stretch, 
and secured the place by a length from The 
Bourbon, who was third, with Vosburg close up. 


Much disappointment was expressed at the 
scratching of St. Carle and Ballarat for the 
Tremont Stakes, but this only made the race 


more open and stimulated speculation, the tal- 
ent selecting Mr. Belmont’s Padishabh as the 
probable winner, with the Morris colt Cayuga a 
good second in the betting. A fine, drizzling 
rain set in just before the race, but it was too 
slight tointerfere with the sport. The result 
contirmed the bettiag, for Padishah won, riaden 
out, by alength from Cayuga, who was the 
same distance in front of Banquet, ef Congress- 
man Scott’s second string. Then came a gap of 
four lengths, with Senator Hearst’s Anaconda 
leading the ruek, followed by Firenzi’s brother, 
Flatbush. The latter had the best of the start, 
and led to the half mile, with Cayuga second 
and Civil Service third. Tkere Garrison moved 
up with Padishah, and, riding hard, won an in- 
teresting race. Flatbush had nothing in him 
when the real issue came. 


By the time the starters for the Fort Hamil- 
ton Handicap came to the post the crowd had 
become thoroughly imbued with the idea that 


it was favorites’ day and it plunged on the 
triple combination of Beimont, Garrison, and 
Zephyrus. Tenny and Major Domo, however, had 
a strong following and were. well backed. 
Major Domo jumped off at the start, which was 
verg good for all but Philander, and sét a clink- 
ing pace. He was chased successively by My 
Fellow, Jay F. Dee, and Tenny, but the last 
named was the only one that could reach the 
leader. A driving race between these two left 
the issue in doubt for a moment, but Tenny was 
the faster and better aud responding gamely to 
Day’s call sprang forward aud won the race by 
five lengths. McCarthy seeing that he was 
beaten eased Major Domo and got the place by 
a dozen lengths trom Long Island. ‘The favor- 
ite, Zephyrus, was fourth, the best position he 
occupied at any time during the race.

PERILS OF THE 


COLLISIONS OF STEAMERS IN THE 
CROWDED WATERS OF THE BAY. 

Navigation was again impeded yesterday 
by a thick fog, and several slight accidents 
were the result. Early in the morning and for 
a large part of the forenoon it was very thick off 
Sandy Hook. During the night the Red Star 
steamer Pennland, from Antwerp, grounded in 


the mud near Romer Beacon. The tugboats Hud- 
son and J. F. Crawford succeeded in pulling 
the steamer off at 8 o'clock. 

About an hour after the Pennland floated a- 
collision took place near the end of the Romer 
Shoal between two iron steamships, the Lolani 
and the Stelvio. The lolani’s Captain said that 
he had anchored and was waiting for the fog to 
clear up before heading for St. Kitts, whither 
he was bonnd with a general cargo and six 
horses. It was thick enough to make it advis- 
able to ring the bell continually and the fog 
whistle was also kept going. About $:45 a 
steamer heading in—which proved afterward to 
be the Stelvio—was seen coming up the Swash 
Chanrel. Chief Officer Jenkins of the Iolani 
said yesterday that the Stelvio was visible a 
quarter of a mile away, and the fog-horn was 
blown several times to warn her. Apparently 
without seeing the Iolani, however, the Stelvio 
came on and struck the former on the port side, 
knocking some ugly holes in the side just abaft 
the bridge. After the first shock she rebounded 
ana struck the Iolani again und then scraped 
along aft. The anchor of the Stelvio was the 
cause of most of the damage, and the stock of 
it was left on tne Lolani’s rail. 

The water began to pour rapidly into the hold 
of the Iolani, one of the holes being juston a 
level with the water line. Capt. Cormack of 
the Stelvio immediately lowered a boat and sent 
to ask the Iolani’s etticers if they needed assist- 
ance. The leak did not seem dangerous enough 
to sink the vessel, however, and Capt. Russell 
of the lolani refused any aid. The carpenter 
succeeded in getting a mass of jute over the 
hole and lessened the leak. Soon after the tug 
Indian cams to the ship's assistance and towea 
her to Stapleton, 8. The water gained so 
fast, however, that it was found necessary torun 
the vessel aground in the soft mud, where she 
lay all day yesterday undergoing repairs. Capt. 
Russell thinks the hole will be patched and the 
vessel able te go to sea to-morrow. 

The Stelvio had thres plates started on her 
starboard bow, but the damage was very slight. 
She came up and anchored off Bedlow’s Island. 

The steamer Alvo, from Jamaica, came .into 
collision yesterday just as she was leaving 
Quarantine, with the steamer Palmas, from Rio 
Janeiro. <A portion of the Alvo’s starboard rail 
was carried away, but the Palmas was not in- 
jured at a.

RED BANK EPISCOPALIANS REBUKED BY“ 





THEIR BISHOP. 


Rep BANK, N. J., May’30.—One of the oldest: 
‘Episcopalian edifices in this section of New- 


Jersey is that in which the Episcopalians of 
Red Bank worship. It is situated om Central 
Front-street, opposite the Baptist church. 


It ie a commanding stone structure 
and huge ivy vines creep up its sides. 
The congregation is a rich one, and the 


church’s exterior is in keeping with the 
church’s congregation. Notwithstanding all 
these comfortable surroundings considerable 
dissatisfaction has been found at various times 
since the church was establishea. The Rev. 
William Durnell, who was the rector of the 


church a number of years, resigned the rector- 
ship owing to some dissatisfaction. The Rev. 
Charles A. Tibbals, the present pastor’s pred- 
ecessor, who until recently was the rector of 
@ prominent cnurch in Brooklyn, resigned from 
his eharge here because, as he claimed, he could 
not please two factions. 

Seven years ago Joseph F. Jowitt, an English- 
Man, took hold of the helm of the church. Mr. 
Jowitt is an intelligent man of about fifty 
years. He ts married, and has several children. 
He has a pleasing countenance, and his face is 
adorned with reddish English side whiskers. 
He is a reudy conversationalist and a good 


entertainer. He did not meet the ex- 
ectations of some of the members of 
rinity Parish, and four years ago, at 


the annual election for Wardens and Vestry- 
men of the church, there were two tickets nom- 
inated. Although not headed as such, the i 
port of the tickets was that one was an an 
Jewitt ticket and the other in favor of the 
rector. The election was carried by the anti- 
Juwitt faction, but Mr, Jowitt retained his 
position, and still holds it. A number of the 
dissatistied members of the church left it soon 
after the election. 

Now another opposition te Mr. Jowitt has 
sprung up, but it will evidently fall flat. The 
organizer of this opposition is said to be William 
C. Nicholas, a druggist on Monmouth-street. It 
is alleged that the trouble arose from some per- 
sonal grievance. Mr. Niéholas claims that there 
has been no systematic plan of accounting for 
the receipts and expenditures of the church, A 
petition to have Mr. Jowitt removed from the 
rectorship was formulated and fifty-four signa- 
tures were obtained. It was then sent to Bishop 
Scarborough. A few days later Mr. Nicholas re- 
ceived the following letter: 


TRENTON, N, J., May 9, 1889. 
Mr. W. C. Nicholas, Red Bank, N. J.: 
MY DEAR Sik: I have your communication and 
the newerial from fifty-four of the communicants 
and attendants of Trinity Church, Red Bank, pray- 
ing for the removal of the Kev. Mr. Jowitt. I have 
notitied Mr. Jowitt of the fact that I have the doc- 
ument. It does not confurm to the canon that 
says: ‘‘Whenever there shall be any serious ditfer- 
ence between the rector of any church in 
this diocese and the congregation thereof, it 
shall be lawful for a majority of the Vestry or 
Trustees to make a representation to the Bishop 
stating the facts in the case,” &c. This memorial 
ignores the Vestry. Of course you state that the 
Vestry does not represent the sentiment ot the 
parish, but if they were lawfully chosen, 
they must represent it The style of 
the corporation is ‘the rector, Wardens, 
and Vestrymen.’” Mr. Jowitt may refuse to 
recognize any but the lawfully-constituted au- 
thority of the parish. 1 will submit the docnu- 
ment and its list of names for his inspection, as 
every man has a right to knew who ure his ac- 
cusers. I wish [ could see a way of ending this 
unhappy business, but [ am afraid it will not be 
an easy matter. The difficulty is an old one, and old 
sores are hard to heal. Yours faithfdly and traly, 
JOHN SCARBOROUGH, 
Mr. Jowitt said that of the fifty-four persons 
who signed the petition forty-one were non- 
attendants or non-communicants, Dr. Thomas 
E. Ridgway, the Treasurer of Trinity Parish, 
said that during his two years’ holding of that 
office all the funds received into the chureh had 
been accounted for by him, and he further re- 
marked that the receipts had been constantly 
increasing. Dr. Ridgway also said that some of 
the signatures tu the petition were forgeries. 
One lady, he said, told him tbat she did not sign 
it, although her name appears upon it.

WRECKED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


“TWO MEN FATALLY INJURED AT THE 


NEW-JERSEY EXTRACTION WORKS. 
ELIzaBETH, N. J., May 30.—A destructive ex- 
plosion oceurred this afternoon at the New- 
Jersey Extraction Works,on Staten Island Sound, 
below Elizabethport. A new enpola furnace, 
built expressly for the works and which had 
been in operation only a week, blew up, caus- 
ing @ panic in the establishment and badly 
wrecking the building in which it was situated. 

Four men, William Dale, James Wright, Sam- 
uel Elliott, and Edward McNamee, were in- 
jured. Dale was terribly burned about the 
head and pody by tne copper with which the 
furnace was filied. He wili die from his in- 


juries. MoNamee was struck on the head by a 
fiying bolt and is in acritical condition. The 
other two are expected to recover. 

The furnace, which cost $3,000, is a total 
wreck, and the damage by the explosion to sur- 
rounding property is fully $3,000 more. 

The injured men were removed tothe Eliza- 
beth Hospital. Dale has a wife and three chii- 
dren. He has been four years in the employ of 
the firm. 

An investigation will begin to-moff*-7 at the 
works to ascertain the causes which led to the 
disaster. Fortunately for the workmen, the ex- 
Plosion occurred on a holiday. Otherwise thera 
would have been @ severe loss of life, as fully 
im ennd men are usually employed near the 
cupola.
